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PREFATORY  NOTE 

THE  need  for  a  new  English  translation  of  the  Festival  Prayer*, 
has  been  long  felt,  and  has  yet  remained  unsatisfied.  Almost 
equally  important  was  the  necessity  for  producing  an  accurate 
and  continuous  Hebrew  text. 

To  carry  out  a-  consistent  plan  for  the  purpose  of  repro 
ducing  the  Hebrew  in  strict  conformity  with  the  best  authori 
ties  was  in  itself  a  labour  involving  prolonged  and  diligent 
research,  whilst  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  accomplishing 
the  task  of  translation  appeared  almost  insuperable ;  they  were 
due  to  the  fact  that  the  historical  character  of  the  work 
demanded  special  and  widely  different  treatment  for  its  sep 
arate  parts.  This  applied  peculiarly  to  the  mediaeval  hymns, 
written,  as  they  are,  in  different  periods  and  in  varying  styles, 
coloured  by  the  changeful  environment  of  ages  and  frequently 
couched  in  obscure  allusions  to  legends  out  of  the  vast  store 
house  of  Miclrashic  lore.  It  has  been  the  object  of  the  transla 
tors  to  preserve  as  far  as  possible  the  characteristics  of  each 
portion  of  the  original,  and  for  this  purpose  the  plan  has  been 
adopted  of  translating  prose  by  prose,  and  verse  by  verse.  The 
original  metre  and  structure  of  the  verse  has  been  frequently 
adhered  to,  so  that  the  worshipper  might  follow  in  the  English 
version  the  traditional  melodies  in  which  the  Hebrew  is  set. 
The  general  work  of  editorship  has  been  discharged  by  Mr. 
Herbert  M.  Adler,  M.A.,  LL.M. 

The  prose  portions  of  the  Hebrew  have  been  severally 
translated  into  English  by  Mr.  Arthur  Davis  and  Mr.  Adler, 
and  by  them  the  Hebrew  text  has  been  prepared.

PREFATORY   NOTE  viu 

The  poems  have  been  rendered  into  verse  by  Mrs.  Redcliffe 
Salaman  ("Nina  Davis"),  Mr.  Israel  Zangwill,  and  Miss  Elsie 
Davis. 

Great  care  has  been  given  to  the  preparation  of  the  Hebrew 
text.  It  has  been  based  upon  the  scholarly  edition  of  Heiden- 
heim  and  upon  manuscripts  of  the  thirteenth  to  the  sixteenth 
centuries.  With  a  view  to  facilitating,  accuracy  in  reading,  the 
mil' el  stroke  has  been  consistently  introduced,  in  order  to  indi 
cate  the  accent  wherever  it  does  not  fall  upon  the  ultimate 
syllable,  for  which  system  authority  is  found  in  several  of  the 
most  famous  vowel-pointed  MSS.  It  has  been  thought  advisa 
ble,  however,  upon  the  same  authority  and  for  the  sake  of 
greater  simplicity,  not  to  mark  the  secondary  accent  or  the 
hyphen-sign  (maqqeph).  The  latter  is  an  integral  portion  of 
the  accentual  system,  serving  mainly  as  a  link  in  the  musical 
notation,  and  appears  out  of  place  where  the  other  symbols  of 
that  system  are  absent.  On  the  other  hand,  the  Scriptural 
passages  which  have  been  printed  with  the  full  notation  are 
reproduced  from  codices  of  the  Massoretic  Bible. 

Advantage  has  been  taken  of  the  modifications  sanctioned  by 
the  present  and  by  the  late  Chief  Rabbi  to  exclude  a  number 
of  passages  which  have  for  some  time  been  omitted  from  the 
service  by  the  majority  of  English  congregations.

who  hath  appointed  our  soul  in  life,  and  hath  not  suffered 
our  feet  to  be  moved;  who  made  us  tread  upon  the  high 
places  of  our  enemies,  and  exalted  our  horn  over  all  them 
that  hated  us ;  who  wrought  for  us  miracles  and  vengeance 
upon  Pharaoh,  signs  and  wonders  in  the  land  of  the  children 
of  Ham;  who,  in  his  wrath,  smote  all  the  first-born  of 
Egypt,  and  brought  forth  his  people  Israel  from  among  them 
to  everlasting  freedom ;  who  made  his  children  pass  between 
the  division  of  the  Red  Sea,  and  sank  their  pursuers  and 
their  enemies  in  the  depths.  Then  his  children  beheld  his 
might;  they  praised  and  gave  thanks  unto  his  Name, 
and  willingly  accepted  his  sovereignty.

quiting  them  according  to  their  evil ;  O  God,  thou  hast  taught 
us  to  recite  thy  thirteen  attributes.  Remember  then  unto  us 
this  day,  the  covenant  of  the  thirteen  attributes,  even  as  thou 
Jidst  reveal  them  of  old  to  the  meek  man,  as  it  is  written:  And 
the  Lord  descended  in  the  cloud  and  stood  with  him  there,  and 
proclaimed  the  name  of  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord  passed  by  be 
fore  him  and  proclaimed : 

The  Lord,  the  Lord,  a  God  full  of  compassion  and  gracious, 
slow  to  anger,  and  abundant  in  mercy  and  truth ;  keeping 
mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  transgression  and  sin ; 
and  acquitting.1  O  pardon  our  iniquity  and  our  sin,  and  take 
us  for  thine  inheritance. 

Forgive  us,  O  our  Father,  for  we  have  sinned;  pardon  us, 
our  King,  for  we  have  transgressed.  For  thou,  O  Lord,  art 
good  and  ready  to  forgive,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  unto  all 
them  that  call  upon  thee. 

Remember,  O  Lord,  thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  loving- 
kindnesses;  for  they  are  of  old.  O  remember  not  formei 
iniquities  against  us;  let  thy  tender  mercies  speedily 
prevent  us,  for  we  are  brought  very  low.  Remember  us, 
O  Lord,  with  the  favour  that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  people: 

0  visit  us  with  thy    salvation.     Remember    thy    congregation 
which  thou  hast  gotten  of  old,    which    thou    hast    redeemed 
to  be  the  tribe  of  thine  inheritance,  and  mount  Zion  wherein 
thou    hast    dwelt.       Remember,     O    Lord,   the   devotion   of 
Jerusalem,    and    forget   not    for    all    time    the   love  of  Zion. 
Remember,  O  Lord,  against  the  children  of  Edom  the  day  of 
Jerusalem ;  who  said,  Rase  it,  rase  it  even  unto  the  founda 
tion    thereof.    Thou    wilt    arise  and  have  mercy  upon  Zion: 
for    it    is    time    to    have   pity  upon  her,  yea,  the  set  time  is 
come.     Remember  Abraham,  Isaac  and  Israel,    thy    servants, 
to  whom  thou  swarest  by  thine  own  self  and  saidst  unto  them :

brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in  the  sight  of  the 
heathen,  that  I  might  be  their  God:  I  am  the  Lord."  Do 
by  us  as  thou  hast  promised :  "And  yet  for  all  that ,  when 
they  be  in  the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not  cast  them 
away,  neither  will  I  abhor  them,  to  destroy  them  utterly.

Have  mercy  upon  us  and  destroy  us  not, 
even  as  it  is  written:  "For  the  Lord  thy  God  is  a 
merciful  God:  he  will  not  forsake  thee,  neither  will  he 
destroy  thee,  nor  forget  the  covenant  of  thy  fathers 
which  he  sware  unto  them."  Circumcise  our  hearts  to 
love  and  revere  thy  Name,  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Lawii 
"And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise  thy  heart  and 
the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  al] 
thine  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live."

We  are  thy  congregation  and  thou  our  portion. 
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We   are  thine   inheritance,   thou   our   lot; 

We  are  thy  flock,  thou  our  shepherd. 

We   are  thy   vineyard,   and  thou   art  our   keeper; 

We  are  thy  work,  and  thou  our  creator. 

We  are  thy  faithful  ones:  thou  art  our  beloved; 
We  are  thy  chosen  :  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God. 
We  are  thy  subjects;  thou  our  King; 

We    are    thine    acknowledged    people,    thou    our    acknowledged 
Lord. 

Reader.  We  are  brazen-faced,  but  thou  are  merciful  and 
compassionate ;  we  are  stiff-necked,  but  thou  art  long-suffering. 
We  are  full  of  sin,  but  thou  are  full  of  mercy.  As  for  us, 
our  days  are  as  a  shadow;  but  thou  art  immutable,  and  thy 
years  never-ending. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 

Let  our  prayer  come  before  thee,  hide  not  thyself  from 
our  supplication,  for  we  are  not  arrogant  and  stiff-necked, 
that  we  should  say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God 
of  our  fathers,  we  are  righteous  and  have  not  sinned;  verily 
we  have  sinned. 

Cong,  and  Reader.  We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt 
treacherously,  we  have  robbed,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we 
have  acted  perversely  and  we  have  wrought  wickedness,  we 
have  acted  presumptously,  we  have  done  violence,  we  have 
framed  lies,  we  have  counselled  evil,  we  have  spoken  falsely, 
we  have  scoffed,  we  have  revolted,  we  have  provoked,  we  have 
rebelled,  we  have  committed  iniquity,  we  have  transgressed, 
we  have  oppressed,  we  have  been  stiff-necked,  we  have  acted 
wickedly,  we  have  corrupted,  we  have  committed  abomina 
tion,  we  have  gone  astray,  we  have  led  others  astray. 

We  have  turned  away  from  thy  commandments  and  thy 
judgments  that  are  good,  and  it  hath  not  profited  us.  But 
thou  art  righteous  in  all  that  hath  come  upon  us ;  for  thou 
hast  acted  truthfully,  but  as  for  us,  we  have  done  wickedly. 

We  have  acted  wickedly  and  have  transgressed;  where 
fore  we  have  not  been  saved.  O  incline  our  hearts  to  forsake 
the  path  of  wickedness,  and  hasten  thou  salvation  unto  us; 
as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  Let  the  wicked 
forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his  thoughts ;  let 
him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  will  have  mercy  upon  him,. 
ind  unto  our  God,  for  he  will  abundantly  pardon. 
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Our  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers,  forgive  and  pardon  ou 
iniquities  [on  this  day  of  rest  and]  on  this  Day  of  Atonement. 
O  be  thou  entreated  of  us!  Forgive  our  transgressions  and 
our  sins,  and  cause  them  to  pass  away  from  before  thine 
eyes.  Subdue  our  heart  to  serve  thee,  and  bend  our  will  to' 
turn  unto  thee;  renew  our  reins  to  observe  thy  precepts,  and 
circumscribe  our  hearts  to  love  and  revere  thy  Name,  as  it  is 
written  in  thy  Law:  And  the  Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise 
thy  heart  and  the  heart  of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God 
with  all  thine  heart  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest 
live. 

Thou  art  acquainted  with  our  sins  both  of  presumption  and 
of   ignorance,    whether   of   will   or   by   compulsion,   both    the 
revealed  and  the  secret.   Before  thee  they  are  revealed  and 
known.    What  are  we?    What  is  our  life?    What  our  piety? 
What  our  righteousness?     What  our  salvation?     What  our 
strength?      What   our  might?      What   shall   we   say  befor 
thee,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  God  of  our  fathers.     Are  not  a 
the  mighty  ones  as  naught  before  thee,  and  men  of  fame  a 
though  they  were  not,  wise  men  as  if  they  were  without  know 
edge,  and  men  of  understanding  as   though  they  were  voi 
of  discretion?    For  the  multitude  of  their  works  is  emptiness 
and  the  days  of  their  life  are  vanity  before  thee,  and  the  pre 
eminence  of  man  over  beast  is  naught,  for  all  is  vanity. 

What  shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  thou  who  dwellest  o 
high,  and  what  shall  we  declare  before  thee,  thou  who  abides 
in  the  heavens?  Dost  thou  not  know  all  things,  both  th 
hidden  and  the  revealed? 

Thou  knowest  the  mysteries  of  the  heart;  unto  thee  alon 
belong  both  revealed  and  secret  things.  We  come  wit 
words  wherewith  to  crave  thy  favour;  heed  not  our  wicked 
ness  nor  our  wrongful  acts.  We  come  this  day  like  unt 
one  who  feareth  and  hath  dread;  thou  who  art  exaltec 
being  merciful,  yield  loving-kindness  for  thy  sake.  Stric 
justice  deal  not  unto  dust  and  ashes;  see!  our  en 
is  the  worm.  If  we  have  erred  and  the  sin  is  veile 
from  us,  art  not  thou  alone  he  who  percciveth  faults 
So  judge  us  not  as  one  who  acteth  designedly;  and,  i 
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an  acceptable  time,  list  thou  the  confession  of  our  lips.  Par 
don  us  on  this  day  our  sins,  whether  known  unto  us  or  un 
known;  whether  committed  presumptuously  or  in  ignorance, 
both  in  relation  to  positive  and  negative  commands.  Deliver 
us  from  the  punishment  of  excision  and  death;  have  compas 
sion  upon  this  clay,  the  work  of  thy  hands.  We  have  acted' 
foolishly  through  the  evil  inclination,  which  from  our  youth 
hath  been  concealed  within  us,  like  a  snare  for  our  steps.  O 
our  Former  and  Creator,  thou  who  knowest  our  frailty,  let 
thy  compassion  be  moved,  and  destroy  us  not.  For  who  can 
be  hidden  from  thy  presence?  all  things  are  revealed  unto  thee 
as  the  light  and  as  noontide.  Thou  hast  taught  the  Court  of 
Law  the  rules  of  the  four  death-penalties;  O  for  thy  sake 
deliver  us  therefrom.  When  thou  fashionedst  us,  thou  didst 
search  and  know  our  ways;  verily  they  have  been  perverse 
and  evil.  O  preserve  our  souls ;  for  in  thy  hand  is  every  soul. 
We  beseech  thee,  let  the  soul  be  precious  of  those  who  afflict 
their  soul  before  thee.  The  reason  for  stoning,  burning,  behead 
ing  and  strangling  hast  thou  revealed  unto  those  who  know  thy 
truth.  O  God,  pardon  us  for  all  our  transgressions,  both  those 
that  are  known  unto  us,  and  those  that  are  concealed  from  us. 
We  have  made  confession  of  our  transgressions  unto  thee,  O 
thou  who  searchest  the  heart;  deliver  us  from  sin,  purify  us 
from  iniquity.  O  thou  Rock,  regard  not  the  sins  of  man,  who  is 
like  grass,  but  act  charitably  with  us,  as  thou  hast  dealt  with 
every  living  creature.

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78  NOTES    ON    THE   TEXT 

Seven  terms  denoting  vows  are  employed  in  the  rite.     The  follow 
ing  Aramaic  words,     *D"in.   W3B>t   nDK.   'YTJ.  are     found     in     their 
Hebrew   form  in  Num.,  chaps,  vi.,  xv.  and  xxx.,  and  Lev.  xxvii.,  in 
relation   to   the   vow   of    the    Nazarite,   the    consecration    of   substance 
to   the   sanctuary,   and  otherwise   in   regard  to   vows   concerning   our-( 
selves  only.      These  words,   as   well   as  >DUP   ''DJlp,  are   met   with   in 
Talmud  Nedarim  (pages  i  to  3,  and  ioa),  and  are  'different  moditica- 
^tions    of    a    form    denoting    "vow."         The     remaining     word  "1J3, 
"paraphrases,"  has  been  added  in  order  to  include  any  similar  modi 
fication  of  the  terms   for  a  vow.     Since  all  these  vows  concern   our 
selves  only  in  our  relation  to  God,  what  is  the  motive  underlying  this 
rite?     The  right  of  release  may  be  traced  to  some  of  the  Biblical  pas-, 
sages   cited,   and  to   the   Talmud    (Nedarim}.  The   form   our   rite   has 
taken  is  probably  later  than  the  Talmud,  but  it  is  undoubtedly   very! 
old,  for  R.  Gaon  Saadyah   (tenth  century)   not  only  defends  the  forai 
adopted  by  the  Spanish  and  Portuguese  Jews,  but  he  describes  the  three 
fold  utterance  of  the  prayer,  and  relates  how  the  Chazan  "begins  the 
chant  with  bated  breath,  like  a  servant  who  approaches  his  sovereign 
in   fear,  then  gathers  strength  in  speech,  and  finally  lifts  up  his  sup-:; 
pliant  voice,  as  a  son  at  home  in  his  father's  house."     The  variation 
in  the   texts   is  that  the   Spanish  and   Portuguese   release  those  vows 
which  have  been  made  "from  the  Day  of  Atonement  which  has  passed, 
unto  this  Day  of  Atonement,"  the  fulfilment  of  which  has  been  frus 
trated  by  events  beyond  human   control.     Our  rite  is  to  release  such 
vows  which  we  have  already  made,  the  fulfilment  of  which  will  become 
due  in  the  course  of  the  year,  that  is,  "from  this  Day  of  Atonement-! 
unto  the  next  Day  of  Atonement,"  but  which  might  prove  to  be  beyond 
our  ability  to  fulfil.     The  underlying  thought  is:   we  have  made  our 
vows,    our   promises,    our   resolves;    what   if   the   opportunity   to   give 
effect  to  them  be  withheld?  if  ability  or  memory  fail      We,  like  Abra 
ham,  have  lifted  our  hand  unto  the  Lord.     Have  we  soared  too  high 
If  so,  the  prayer  concludes,  let  our  vows  be  no  vow,  our  oath  no  oatl 
The  attitude  of  the  Rabbis  towards  vows  is  not  wholly  favourable;  c 
the  first  chapter  in  the  Shulchan  Aruch   Yoreh  Deah,  on  vows.     Th 
Rabbis   recognize   that  under   certain   conditions   the   vow  is   a  poten 
influence  for  good,  but  they  add  a  caution,  not  to  become  habituate 
to  vow,  for  sooner  or  later  it  will  lead  to  transgression.     The  compo 
sition  of  our  Kol  Nildre  is  a  reflex  of  many  ages.     It  is  written  i 
Aramaic,   with   the   exception   of    one    Hebrew   phrase.      Some   of  th 
words  denoting  vows  tell  of  the  hoary  past,  when  the  Temple  stood  i 
its   glory  and   the  vow   was   consecrated   on   the   Altar   in   Jerusalem 
yet   the   rite  has   an   application   to   ourselves,   as    we   stand   upon   th 
threshold   of    another   year,    with   our   vows,   our   promises    and    ou 
resolves  bound  upon  our  souis.

All  vows.     .     .     . 

THE  prominent  place  assigned  to  the  Kol  Nidre  rite  in  the  Atone 
ment  Service,  the  importance  attached  to  its  recital,  from  a  period  so 
early  that  its  date  ^cannot  be  fixed  with  precision,  and  the  strange 
Aramaic  structure  of  the  paragraph,  are  sufficient  reasons  for  making 
it  the  subject  of  a  note. 

There  is  a  peculiar  fascination  in  the  prayer.  The  awe  and  solem 
nity  with  which  it  is  pronounced,  the  beauty  and  pathos  of  the  three- 
:old  chant,  the  scattered  millions  of  Israel  now  gathered  in  anxious 
hrong  in  every  synagogue  in  the  world,  are  sure  signs  that  the  words 
I  the  prayer,  written  like  an  old  inscription,  are  full  of  meaning; 
>eneath  them  lurks  a  thought  that  is  God-inspired,  a  conception  of 
he  sanctity  of  Truth. 

It  is  certain  th?t  the  source  of  the  prayer  may  be  traced  to  this 
undamental  principle  of  the  Torah,  the  sacredness  of  the  plighted 
word;  for  as  the  touch  of  the  dead  defiles  the  body,  so  does  the  broken 
word  profane  the  soul.  "...  He  shall  not  profane  his  word; 
le  shall  do  all  that  proceedeth  from  his  mouth"  (Num.  xxx). 

The  vow  is  not  the  highest  ideal  in  the  aim  towards  righteousness* 
t  is  a  loftier  ideal  to  be  holy  because  God  is  holy  (Lev.  xix.  2),  yet 
he  vow  has  its  place  as  an  aid  to  attain  virtue.  The  Bible  endows 
the  vow  with  great  sanctity,  and  affords  striking  testimony  to  the 
caution  taken  to  avoid  profaning  it.  An  absolving  clause  was  some- 
imes  included  in  the  obligation,  in  view  of  an  event  arising  which 
would  render  its  fulfilment  impossible.  Jacob's  vow  was  contingent 
ipon  life  and  health  and  a  peaceful  return  to  his  father^  house  (Gen. 
ocviii.  20-22).  The  faithful  servant  of  Abraham  took  the  oath  im- 
tosed  upon  him  by  his  master;  but  he  was  careful  to  attach  a  condi- 
ion  which  would  "clear"  him  of  it,  if  his  mission  failed  by  no  fault 
)f  his  own  (Gen.  xxiv.  1-9). 

The  various  terms  denoting  vows  employed  in  the  rite,  are  applied 
0  those  only  which  concern  ourselves  in  relation  to  God,  and  in  no 
•ense  do  they  apply  to  obligations  between  man  and  man,  which  latter 
annot  be  released  by  any  formula,  nor  by  any  means  but  by  the  con- 
ent  of  the  person  concerned.  The  Mishnah  (Yoma,  chap,  viii.) 
peaks  in  no  uncertain  voice  when  it  declares,  "The  Day  of  Atone- 
lent,  and  repentance  atone  for  transgressions  of  man  in  his  relation 
o  God,  but  for  transgressions  between  man  and  man  there  is  no 
xpiation  in  the  Day  of  Atonement,  until  the  wrongful  act  has  been 
ectified"

/n  ffo  breach  of  positive  precepts,  and  in  the  breach  of  negative 
precepts:  whether  an  action  be  involved  or  not. 

Authorities  disagree  in  regard  to  the  sense  in  which  the  second 
line  predicates  the  first  one.  The  Hebrew  term  r\WV  Dip  is  a 
Talmudic  catch  phrase,  meaning  "arise,  act,"  and  obviously  cannot 
be  used  in  relation  to  all  precepts.  It  is  clear  from  passages  in  the 
Babylonian  Talmud,  Ycma  86a;  Chulin  1410;  Makkoth  15  to  17,  etc., 
that  the  phrase  is  applied  to  positive  precepts  coupled  to  a  group  of 
negative  precepts.  Such  a  precept  is  a  n£>y5  prP3B>  1K^-  "a  negative 
precept  transformed  into  a  positive  precept,"'  i.  e.  if  the  negative 
precept  has  been  violated,  the  attached  positive  precept  must  be  obeyed 
as  a  remedial  measure,  and  to  these  positive  precepts  the  term  applies: 
"arise,  act";  e.  g.,  "And  when  ye  reap  the  harvest  of  your  land,  thou 
shalt  not  wholly  reap  the  corners  of  thy  field,  neither  shalt  thou 
gather  the  gleaning  of  thy  harvest:  thou  shalt  leave  them  for  the  poor 
and  for  the  stranger"  (Lev.  xxiii.  22). 

.  .  .  "Thou  shalt  not  take  the  dam  with  the  young:  thou  shalt 
in  any  wise  let  the  dam  go.  ..."  (Deut.  xxii.  6,  7).  .  .  .  "And 
ye  shall  let  nothing  of  it  remain  until  the  morning:  but  that  which 
remaineth  of  it  until  the  morning  ye  shall  burn  with  fire"  (Exod. 
xii.  TO).  Tf  the  term  "arise,  act"  relates  to  such  precepts  only  which 
have  become  binding  through  the  violation  of  the  attached  negative 
precept,  the  rendering  of  the  passage  should  be  "In  the  breach  of 
positive  precepts;  and  in  the  breach  of  negative  precepts,  whether  an 
action  be  involved  in  the  latter  or  not." 

Against  this  view  is  the  pithy  gloss  of  Abudarham,  the  famous 
fourteenth  century  commentator  on  the  ritual.  He  does  not  restrict 
the  phrase  ''arise,  act"  to  the  group  of  precepts  as  cited,  but  applies 
it  generally  to  the  positive  precepts.  His  words  are  —

"The  writer  repeats  the  meaning  of  the  first  line  in  the  second  one"; 
i.  e.,  the  second  line  is  in  the  nature  of  a  parallelism.  According  tci 
this  view  the  two  lines  should  be  rendered  — 

"In  the  breach  of  positive  precepts,  and  in  the  breach  of  negative 
precepts,  tnose  which  involve  action,  and  those  which  prohibit  action.'1 


The  Hebrew  text  beginning  with  the  words,  n^y  ni¥9  ^y  is  set 
in  accordance  with  Heidenheim  and  other  current  versions,  but  logi 
cally  the  passage  is  dissociated  from  the  preceding  one,  and  in  thel 
Machzor  Vitry  and  in  many  other  codices  it  is  detached  and  forms  £ 
separate  paragraph,

The  conception  of  the  Jewish  rite  of  Confession  is  unique,  and 
presents  a  distinct  contrast  to  that  of  other  creeds.  It  is  both  confes 
sion  and  supplication,  and  it  is  added  to  each  Amidah  of  the  Atonement 
Services.  The  full  and  minute  terms  in  which  the  formula  is  couched 
might  suggest  the  idea  of  an  avowal  of  the  violation  of  every  precept 
of  the  Law  and  imply  the  complete  surrender  and  spiritual  abandon 
ment  of  the  individual  who  utters  it.  The  reverse  is  the  truth.  The 
Confession  is  impersonal  so  far  as  the  conscience  is  clear  of  the  sin 
avowed ;  the  saintly  and  the  sinful  may,  according  to  Jewish  teaching, 
pronounce  it  alike,  since  it  is  an  acknowledgment  of  the  sins  of  the 
whole  congregation  of  the  House  of  Israel — our  own  sins  and  the  sins 
of  our  fathers — in  accordance  with  the  passage  in  Leviticus  xxvi.  40, 
"And  they  shall  confess  their  iniquity,  and  the  iniquity  of  their  fathers, 
in  their  trespass  which  they  trespassed  against  me.  ..."  The  origin 
of  the  rite  is,  therefore,  to  be  found  in  the  Law  itself,  where  it  is 
frequently  mentioned.  The  confession  was  essential  for  the  true  atone 
ment,  and  the  casting  out  of  sin  was  symbolized  by  sending  away  the 
live  goat  of  the  Day  of  Atonement  to  the  wilderness  (Ley.  xvi.  21). 
In  Solomon's  memorable  prayer  (i  Kings  viii.  46-53)  mention  is  made 
of  the  rite  of  congregational  confession,  and  to  the  present  day  the 
words  there  employed,  "we  have  sinned,  we  have  committed  iniquity, 
we  have  acted  wickedly,"  are  still  repeated  by  us  in  our  ritual. 
Another  example  of  congregational  confession  is  to  be  found  in  the 
book  of  Ezra  (ix.  5-15).  From  the  passages  cited  it  will  be  clear  that 
our  ritual  Confession  is  historic  in  its  groundwork,  and  that  it  is 
not  individualistic  but  congregational  in  the  widest  sense.  The  precise 
form  of  our  rite  is  the  result  of  development,  and  many  variations  may 
be  discovered  by  comparing  manuscripts  of  the  Machzor. 

The  alphabetical  sequence  in  which  this,  like  so  many  of  the  Festival 
prayers,  is  framed,  and  which  might  appear  as  somewhat  incongruous 
with  the  solemnity  of  the  theme,  has  been  explained  as  a  device  largely 
adopted  before  the  advent  of  printed  prayer-books  as  an  aid  to  tie 
memory  of  the  worshipper.

'  The  "enumeration  here  given  belongs  to  Jewish  mediaeval  philos 
ophy.  The  ten  categories  are  mentioned  by  Saadyah,  who  lived  front 
892-942  C.  E.,  and  were  taken  by  him  from  Aristotle.  They  are: — 
substance  (oudoc),  quantity  (xoaov),  quality  (xoiov),  relation  (xpb?  «ul), 
place  (xou),  time  («6Te),  position  (xeeaSac),  possession  (^xe'v)i  activity 
(icoielv),  and  passivity  (xaoxetv). 

The  seven  quantities  are  not  to  be  found  in  Aristotle,  but  appear 
to  be  borrowed  from  the  philosopher  Ibn  Rashid  (Averrhoes). 

The  six  kinds  of  motion  (Aristotle,  Categories  14,  l)  are: — creation 
(ylveat?),  destruction  (<p8opa),  growth  (aB£Tj<ri<;),  diminution  (piefoxjc*;), 
transformation1  (aXXotaotq),  and  change  of  place  (^  xa-rdc  T6xov  {xeTa6oXiQ). 

The  three  modes  of  predication  are:  by  characteristic,  by  property, 
and  by  accident. 

The  three  times  are:  the  present,  the  past,  and  the  future. 

The  three  dimensions  are:  length,  breadth  and  depth.

Rabbi   Ishmael   says  the  Torah   is   expounded  by  thirteen 
methods : — 

1.  From  a  light  case  and  from  a  weighty  one. 

2.  From,  an  identical  expression. 

3.  From  a  principle  drawn  from  one  text  and  from  a  prin 

ciple  drawn  from  two  texts. 

4.  From  a  general  and  a  special  law. 

5.  From  a  special  and  a  general  law. 

6.  A  general  law,  a  special  and  a  general  law;  one  may  not  > 

draw  inferences  save  in  accordance  with  the  meaning 
of  the  special  law. 

7.  From  a  general  law  that  requires  a  special  one,  and  from  a 

special  law  that  requires  a  general  one. 

8.  Any  matter  which  is  included  in  a  general  law  and  which 

is  detached  therefrom  to  predicate  concerning  a  special 
case,  is  not  detached  to  predicate  concerning  that  case  ' 
only,  but  concerning  the  whole  of  the  general  law. 

9.  Any  matter  which  is  included  in  a  general  law  and  which 

is  detached  to  elucidate  something  in  harmony  there 
with,  is  detached  to  relax  and  not  to  restrict. 

10.  Any  matter  which  is  included  in  a  general  law  and  which  • 

is  detached  to  elucidate  something  different  and  not  in 
harmony  therewith,  is  detached  both  to  relax  and  to 
restrict. 

11.  Any  matter  included  in  a  general  law  and  detached  to  de 

termine  something  fresh,  must  not  be  restored  to  the  , 
general  law  until  the  text  itself  so  restores  it. 

12.  A  passage  that  is  understood  from  its  context,  and  a  pass 

age  that  is  understood  from  its  concluding  terms. 

13.  And  thus  two  texts  may  contradict  each  other  until  a  third 

text  is  found  that  will  harmonize  the  two.

This  he  ordained  in  Joseph1 
for  a  testimony,  when  he  went  out  through  the  land  of  Egypt : 
where  I  heard  a  language  that  I  understood  not.     I  removed 
his  shoulder  from  the  burden:  his  hands  were  delivered  from 
the  basket.

faithfulness  endure  for  ever.  His  words  also  live  and  en 
dure  :  thy  are  faithful  and  desirable  for  ever  and  to  all 
eternity,  as  for  our  fathers,  so  also  for  us,  for  our  children 
and  for  our  generations,  and  for  all  the  generations  of  the  i 
seed  of  Israel  thy  servants.  For  the  first  and  for  the  last 
ages  this  word  is  good  and  endureth  for  ever  and  ever; 
it  is  true  and  constant,  a  statute  which  shall  not  pass  away. 
It  is  true  that  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of 
our  fathers,  our  King,  our  fathers'  King,  our  Redeemer,  the 
Redeemer  of  our  fathers,  our  Creator,  the  Rock  of  our  sal 
vation,  our  Preserver  and  Deliverer:  thy  Name  is  from 
everlasting;  there  is  no  God  beside  thee. 

Thou  hast  been  the  help  of  our  fathers  from  of  old,  a 
Shield  and  a  Saviour  to  their  children  after  them  in  every 
generation.

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 
God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac  and  God  of  Jacob,  O  great, 
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mighty  and  awful  God,  most  high  God,  who  bestowest 
gracious  favours  and  who  possesses!  all  things,  who  remem- 
berest  the  piety  of  the  patriarchs,  and  who  in  love  wilt  bring! 
a  redeemer  to  their  children's  children,  for  the  sake  of  thy 
name.  Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King  who  delightest  in 
life,  and  inscribe  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thine  own  sake,'

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest  and]  this  Day  of  Atonement 
for  pardon,  forgiveness  and  atonement,  that  we  may  [in 
love]  obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  iniquities:  a  holy  con 
vocation,  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  may  our  remembrance 
and  our  name,  and  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  the 
remembrance  of  Messiah  the  son  of  David,  the  remembrance

And  with  thy  word  of  salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us 
and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  have  mercy  upon  us  and  save 
us;  for  unto  thee  our  eyes  are  turned:  for  thou  art  a 
gracious  and  merciful  God  and  King. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our  iniquities 
[on  this  Sabbath  day  and]  on  this  Day  of  Atonement; 
blot  out  our  transgressions  and  our  sins  and  make  them 
to  pass  away  from  before  thine  eyes ;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I, 
am  he  that  blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own 
sake,  and  will  not  remember  thy  sins.  And  it  is  said, 
•I  have  blotted  out  as  a  thick  cloud  thy  transgressions,  and 
as  a  mist  thy  sins:  return  unto  me;  for  I  have  redeemed 
thee.  And  it  is  said,  For  on  this  day  shall  atonement  be 
made  for  you,  to  cleanse  you  :  from  all  your  sins  before 
the  Lord  shall  ye  be  clean.  [Our  God  and  God  of  our 
fathers,  accept  our  rest],  sanctify  us  by  thy  commandments 
and  grant  our  portion  be  in  thy  Law;  satisfy  us  with 
thy  goodness,  and  gladden  us  with  thy  salvation  [and  cause 
us,  O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and  favour  to  inherit  thy 
holy  Sabbath ;  and  may  Israel  find  repose  thereon,  who 
hallow  thy  Name],  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee 
in  truth ;  for  thou  art  the  Forgiver  of  Israel,  and  Pardoner 
of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  all  generations,  and  beside 
thee  we  have  no  King  to  pardon  and  forgive  our  sins,  yea, 
none  but  thee.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King 
who  pardonest  and  forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the  in 
iquities  of  thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  and  who  makest 
our  trespasses  to  pass  away  year  by  year:  King  over  all 
the  earth,  who  sanctifiest  [the  Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the 
Day  of  Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer;  restore  the  service  to  the  innermost  part  of  thine 
house ;  receive  in  love  and  favour  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  thy  people  Israel 
be  ever  acceptable  to  thee.  And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy 
return  in  mercy  to  Zion.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who 
restorest  thy  divine  presence  unto  Zion. 
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We  make  acknowledgment  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the 
Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever  and  ever; 
thou  art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation 
through  every  generation.  We  will  give  thanks  unto  thee 
and  declare  thy  praise  for  our  lives  which  are  delivered 
into  thy  hand,  and  for  our  souls  which  are  committed  unto 
thy  charge,  and  for  thy  miracles  which  are  with  us  every 
day,  and  for  thy  wondrous  benefits  which  are  with  us  at  all 
times,  even,  morn  and  noon.

O  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  my  God  and 
the  God  of  my  fathers,  that  I  may  sin  no  more,  and  as 
to  the  sins  I  have  sinned  before  thee,  purge  them  away  in 
thine  abundant  mercy  and  not  by  means  of  affliction  and 
sore  diseases. 

O  my  God,  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile;  and  to  such  as  curse  me,  let  my  soul  be 
silent,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  thou 
my  heart  to  thy  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  command 
ments.  And  as  to  any  who  devise  evil  against  me,  speedily 
make  their  counsel  of  none  effect  and  frustrate  their  designs. 
Do  thou  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy 
right  hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  thy  Law,  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  delivered.  O  save 
with  thy  right  hand  and  answer  me.  Let  the  words  of  my 
mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  acceptable  before 
thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer.  He  who  maketh 
peace  in  his  high  places,  may  he  make  peace  for  us  and  for

I  may  win  relief  and  healing  for  them  that  send  me.  O  purify 
and  direct  the  opening  of  my  lips,  prosper  and  accept  the  free 
will  offering  of  my  mouth ;  let  the  order  of  my  fervent  prayer 
be  pleasing  as  sacrifice,  and  let  my  entreaty  break  forth  as 
the  flowing  waters.  Prepare  thou  my  way  that  my  speech 
falter  not;  O  thou  Rock,  support  my  steps  lest  they  fail; 
uphold  and  strengthen  me  that  I  grow  not  weary  or  faint; 
accept  my  words  and  suffer  me  not  to  fall.  From  terror  and' 
trembling  preserve  me,  as  the  apple  of  thine  eye;  regard  my 
contrition  and  come  thou  to  my  aid.  O'be  gracious  unto  the 
bruised  in  spirit,  as  thou  spakest  unto  thy  seer,  and  have 
mercy  upon  the  branch  which  thou  didst  foster  for  thyself. 

Cong.  Thoa  didst  make  the  tenth  day  potent  for  the 
atonement  of  thy  pure  nation,  thereon  to  remove  the  stain 
of  impurity,  to  cleanse  away  their  taint,  to  make  an  end 
of  their  iniquity,  to  bring  their  judgment  to  light,  and  to 
set  thy  seal  of  life  upon  them.  Terrified  by  the  'blast  of 
the  Day  of  the  blowing  of  the  horn,  they  take  words 
wherewith  to  rend  their  hearts.

Let  our  adversaries  vanish  as  a.  thing  swept  away 
Revive  us  with  thy  dew.  and  upon  thy  faithfulness  will  Wi 
meditate,

Until  the  day  of  man's  death  thou  dost  wait  for  him  to  repent, 
that  he  may  incline  toward  immortal  life. 

Cong.  What  is  man  that  he  should  be  pure,  when  the 
heavens  are  not  pure  in  thy  sight?  If  fire  be  kindled  among 
fresh  trees,  how  much  sooner  in  the  withered  grass! 
Darkness  is  clear  as  light  unto  thee,  whose  eye  runneth  to 
and  fro  through  all  the  earth.  Thy  habitation  is  in  secret,  yet 
are  all  secret  things  revealed  unto  thee.  Thou  art  sole  Judge, 
thou  alone;  who  shall  turn  thee?  Upon  a  nation  and  upon 
each  man  alike  thou  dost  stretch  out  the  line  of  judgment, 
and  none  may  condemn.  Let  every  creature  pander  this, 
lest  his  imagination  lure  him  to  sin  against  his  Creator: 
the  womb  was  his  swaddling-band,  the  earth  will  be  his 
sepulchre,  and  unto  his  Maker  he  must  render  account. 
Impurity  lurketh  within  his  flesh;  while  yet  he  liveth  he 
becometh  defiled,  and  at  his  death  he  defileth  another.

Thou  hast  chosen  this  one  day  in  the  year;  thou 
hast  set  it  apart  to  be  balm  and  healing  for  the  Lily.1  When 
of  old  thy  tabernacle  was  in  Salem,  its  sacred  service  made 
atonement  for  the  transgressions  of  them  that  slept.2  Lo! 
now  we  are  exiles  from  thy  dwelling  and,  scattered  far  from 
thence,  we  pour  forth  prayer  that  thou  bind  up  our  wound, 
the  bruised  and  broken  spirit  of  the  weary;  O  Holy  One, 
regard  it  as  a  sacrifice  of  burnt  offering.  Thou  hast  traced 
on  thy  throne  as  with  light  of  stars  the  image  of  him3  who 
dwelt  in  tents,  who  was  perfect  from  the  womb.

Who  remembereth  his  covenant  in  judgment: 

Who  hath  compassion  upon  his  handiwork  on  the  day  of

W7ho  purifieth  them  that  trust  in  him  in  judgment: 

Who  divineth  men's  thoughts  on  the  day  of  judgment; 
Who  restraineth  his  indignation  in  judgment : 

Who  is  clothed  in  charity  on  the  day  of  judgment;

Cong,  and  Reader.  Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the 
Lord  is  One. 

Reader.  One  is  he,  our  God,  our  Father,  our  King,  our 
Saviour ;  and  he  in  his  mercy  will  yet  again  let  us  hear,  in  the 
presence  of  all  living,  his  promise,  To  be  unto  you  for  a  God. 

Cong,  and  Reader.    "I  am  the  Lord  your  God." 

Reader.  Thou  art  most  glorious;  O  Lord  our  God,  how 
glorious  is  thy  Name  in  all  the  earth!  And  the  Lord  shall 
be  King  over  all  the  earth ;  in  that  day  shall  the  Lord  be  One 
and  his  Name  One.  And  in  thy  holy  words  it  is  written, 
saying: 

Cong,  and  Reader.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Reader.  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare  thy  great 
ness,  and  to  all  eternity  we  will  proclaim  thy  holiness ;  and 
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thy  praise,  O  our  God,  shall  not  depart  from  our  mouth  for 
ever ;  for  thou  art  a  great  and  holy  God  and  King. 

O  have  compassion  upon  thy  work  and  rejoice  therein. 
And  when  thou  hast  justified  them  that  have  been  borne 
aloft  by  thee,  thy  faithful  servants  shall  say:  O  Lord,  be 
thou  sanctified  over  all  thy  works. 

For  with  thy  holiness  thou  hast  sanctified  them  that 
call  thee  holy.  Meet  unto  the  Holy  One  is  his  pious  ser- 
vents'  crown  of  praise.  If  there  be  no  advocate  of  right 
eousness  to  plead  against  the  witness  of  transgression,  do 
thou  thyself  teach  Jacob  the  word,  even  of  law  and  justice; 
and  clear  us  in  judgment,  O  King  of  justice.  He  will  yet 
remember  the  love  of  the  patriarch,  our  sire ;  yea,  and 
for  the  sake  of  the  son  who  was  bound,  he  will  still  our 
strife,  and  for  the  merit  of  the  perfect  one,1  the  All-feared 
will  bring  forth  our  suit  to  the  light  of  acquittal;  for  this 
day  is  holy  unto  our  Lord.  And  thus  may  thy  Name,  O 
Lord  our  God,  be  hallowed  over  thy  people  Israel  and  over 
Jerusalem  thy  city,  over  Zion,  the  habitation  of  thy  glory, 
over  the  kingdom  of  the  house  of  David  thine  anointed,  over 
$jy  dwelling-place  and  thy  Temple. 

Thou  alone  shalt  be  exalted,  and  thou  shalt  reign  over  all 
in  unity,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet:  The 
Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth;  in  that  day  shall  the 
Lord  be  One  and  his  Name  One. 

Now  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe  upon 
all  thy  works  and  thy  dread  over  all  that  thou  hast  created, 
that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee  and  all  creatures  prostrate 
themselves  before  thee,  that  they  may  all  form  one  band  to 
do  thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart :  even  as  we  know,  O  Lord 
our  God,  that  dominion  is  thine,  strength  is  in  thy  hand, 
and  might  in  thy  right  hand,  and  that  thy  Name  is  awful 
over  all  that  thou  hast  created. 

And  therefore,  O  Lord,  give  glory  unto  thy  people, 
praise  to  them  that  fear  thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  thee, 
confidence  to  them  that  wait  for  thee,  joy  to  thy  land, 

1  Jacob. 
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gladness  to  thy  City,  a  flourishing  horn  unto  David  thy 
servant,  and  a  constant  light  unto  the  son  of  Jesse,  thine 
anointed,  speedily  in  our  days. 

Then  shall  the  just  see  and  be  glad,  the  upright  shall 
exult,  the  pious  shall  rejoice  in  song,  and  iniquity  shall  close 
her  mouth,  and  all  wickedness  shall  be  wholly  consumed 
like  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  dominion  of  arrogance  to 
pass  away  from  the  earth. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone,  over  all  thy 
works  on  Mount  Zion,  the  dwelling-place  of  thy  glory,  and 
in  Jerusalem,  thy  holy  City ;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  holy 
words,  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto 
all  generations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  awful  is  thy  Name,  and  there  is  no 
God  beside  thee ;  as  it  is  written,  And  the  Lord  of  hosts  is 
exalted  in  judgment  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in 
righteousness.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples ;  thou  hast  loved  us 
and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all 
tongues.  Thou  hast  santified  us  by  thy  commandments, 
and  hast  drawn  us  near,  O  our  King,  unto  thy  service,  and 
hast  called  us  by  thy  great  and  holy  Name. 

On   Sabbath  add  the   bracketed   words: 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest  and]  this  Day  of  Atone 
ment  for  pardon,  forgiveness  and  atonement,  that  we  may 
[in  love]  obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  iniquities:  a 
holy  convocation,  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  may  our  remembrance 
and  our  name,  and  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  the 
remembrance  of  Messiah  the  son  of  David,  the  remembrance 
of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  City,  and  the  remembrance  of  all 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  rise  and  go  up,  approach  to 
thy  presence  and  find  grace;  may  it  be  heard,  visited 
and  remembered,  for  deliverance  and  for  good,  for  grace,

loving-kindness  and  mercy,  for  life  and  for  peace  on  this 
Day  of  Atonement.  Remember  us,  O  Lord  our  God, 
thereon  for  good;  visit  us  with  a  blessing,  and  save  us  unto 
life.  And  with  thy  word  of  salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us 
and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  have  mercy  upon  us  and  save  us ; 
for  unto  thee  our  eyes  are  turned,  for  thou  art  a  gracious 
and  merciful  God  and  King.

Forgive  us,  O  our  Father,  for  in  the  abundance  of  our 
folly  we  have  gone  astray.  Pardon  us.  our  King,  for  our 
iniquities  have  multipled. 

Cong.  O  Lord  God  of  hosts,  who  standest  amid  the 
myrtles,1  of  a  truth  we  know  that  we  are  destitute  of  good 
works.  With  fainting  soul  we  fly  unto  thee  for  refuge, 
children  of  the  three  patriarchs  beloved  of  thee.  They  are 
no  more  who  besought  thee  in  prayer  for  thy  reconciliation, 
yet  thou  wilt  not  withhold  thy  wonted  goodness  from 
us  that  have  been  borne  up  by  thee ;  but  thou  wilt  yet 
cause  our  judgment  to  shine  forth  radiant  as  the  light  at 
noontide.  Before  thee  the  most  hidden  things  are  visible. 
Thou  knowest  that  the  heart  of  thy  servants  is  set  to  guard 
each  precept  of  thy  Law.  But,  alas !  a  hindrance  ever 
lurketh  in  our  way;  it  is  the  leaven  in  the  dough,  the 
deadly  flies  that  invert  the  sweetness  of  the  fragrant  wine; 
yea,  it  is  as  when  a  small  citadel  is  besieged  by  troops  led 
by  a  potent  chieftain.  Thus  presumptuous  sin,  transgres 
sion,  and  the  wrongful  thought  ferment.  Evil  plougheth 
in  and  urgeth  on  as  a  task-master.  He  wasteth  and  de- 
stroyeth,  and,  lo !  we  are  taken  captive  in  his  thraldom ;  he 
giveth  over  the  innocent  and  pure  to  death ;  defilement 
spreadeth,  and  of  joy  there  is  naught  left.  Through  sin 
both  sanctuaries  were  overthrown ;  the  anointed  priests, 
they  who  offered  sacrifice,  who  entered  within  the  holy 
place  and  ministered  with  blood,  yea,  all  of  them  have 
ceased  and  the  glory  hath  departed.  O  thou  who  art 
clothed  in  righteousness,  shew  forth  thy  marvellous  power, 
1  The  righteous.  Cf.  Zech.  i.  8. 
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hew  down  and  cast  away  the  sinful  adversary,  as  thou  hast 
foretold  of  the  days  yet  hid  from  us.  Deliver  thy  people, 
thy  down-trodden  children;  and  albeit  they  be  sunken  low, 
temper  justice  with  thine  overwhelming  mercy.  O  Strength 
of  Israel,  save  thou  the  oppressed,  who  are  rebuked  and 
harassed  by  pitiless  task-masters.  Let  the  words  of  our 
advocacy  prevail,  that  the  accusing  adversary  may  be  hushed 
to  silence;  and  though  our  iniquities  and  transgressions  are 
manifold,  yet  are  the  eyes  of  thy  people  lifted  up  unto  thee 
and  their  hands  stretched  forth.  Lo!  they  have  set  their 
faces  to  return  unto  thee,  whose  anger  is  as  a  melting  fire: 
they  avow  their  remorse  for  their  shameful  deeds ;  yea,  they 
fast  and  afflict  their  souls,  making  search  into  their  ways 
that  they  may  find  refuge  and  abide  in  the  shadow  of  thy 
wings.  O  accept  the  pouring  forth  of  their  prayer  as  an 
offering  of  lambs,  and  confirm  thy  word:  The  rough  places 
shall  become  a  plain.  Shepherd  thy  people  from  the  de 
stroyers'  midst,  and  in  thy  mercy  pardon  all  their  sins,  be 
they  done  by  volition  or  constraint. 


^Reader.  Though  our  errors  be  many,  though  spoil  and 
violence  testify  our  guilt,  yet  do  thou  bring  us  back  to  thee. 
O  God  of  our  salvation,  and  turn  aside  thy  wrath.  Repent 
ance  and  good  works  are  as  an  unfailing  shield  and  buckler; 
yet  rather  in  thine  abundant  compassion  do  we  put  our  trust. 

For  in  thy  compassion  we  put  our  trust,  upon  thy  charity 
we  depend,  to  thy  forgiveness  we  look,  and  for  thy  salvation 
we  hope.  Thou  are  the  King  who  lovest  charity  from  of 
old,  causing  the  iniquities  of  thy  people  to  pass  away  and 
removing  the  sins  of  them  that  fear  thee.  Thou  didst  enter 
into  covenant  with  the  fathers  and  keepest  oath  with  their 
children.  Thou  art  he  who  didst  descend  in  the  cloud  of 
thy  glory  upon  Mount  Sinai  and  maclest  manifest  the  ways 
of  thy  goodness  to  Moses,  thy  servant.  The  paths  of  thy 
mercies  thou  didst  reveal  unto  him  and  taughtest  him  that 
thou  art  a  compassionate  and  gracious  God,  slow  to  anger, 
abundant  in  mercy  and  full  of  beneficence,  governing  the 
whole  world  with  the  attribute  of  compassion.  And  thus  it 
is  written,  And  he  said,  I  will  make  all  my  goodness  pass 
before  thee,  and  I  will  proclaim  the  Name  of  the  Lord  before 
thee;  and  will  be  gracious  to  whom  I  will  be  gracious,  and 
will  shew  mercy  on  whom  I  will  shew  mercy. 
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Thou  art  a  God  slow  to  anger  and  art  called  Lord  of  com 
passion.  Thou  hast  shewn  the  way  of  repentance.  O  remem 
ber  this  day  and  every  day  the  greatness  of  thy  compassion  and 
thy  loving-kindness  unto  the  seed  of  thy  beloved.  Turn  thou 
unto  us  in  compassion,  who  art  Lord  of  compassion.  With 
supplication  and  prayer  we  come  into  thy  presence,  as  thou 
didst  teach  the  meek  man  of  old.  O  turn  from  thy  fierce  wrath, 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  Law.  May  we  lodge  and  shelter  in  the 
shadow  of  thy  wings,  as  on  the  day  whereon  the  Lord  descended 
in  the  cloud.  Forgive  our  transgression  and  blot  out  our  tres 
pass,  as  on  the  day  when  thou  didst  stand  by  the  prophet  there. 
Give  ear  to  our  cry  and  hearken  to  our  speech,  as  on  the  day 
thou  proclaimedst  the  Name  of  the  Lord.  And  there  it  is  said : 

And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him  and  proclaimed : 

The  Lord,  the  Lord,  a  God  full  of  compassion  and  gracious, 
slow  to  anger,  and  abundant  in  mercy  and  truth;  keeping 
mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  transgression  and  sin; 
and  acquitting.1  O  pardon  our  iniquity  and  our  sin,  and  take 
us  for  thine  inheritance. 

Forgive  us,  O  our  Father,  for  we  have  sinned;  pardon  us, 
our  King,  for  we  have  transgressed.  For  thou,  O  Lord,  art 
good  and  ready  to  forgive,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  unto  all 
them  that  call  upon  thee. 

Cong.  Give  ear,  O  Lord,  unto  our  prayer  and  attend  to  the 
voice  of  our  supplications.  Hearken  unto  the  voice  of  our  cry, 
our  King  and  our  God ;  for  unto  thee  do  we  pray.  Let  thine 
ear  now  be  attentive  and  thine  eyes  open  to  the  prayer  of  thy 
servants,  the  house  of  Israel. 

Great  are  thy  tender  mercies,  O  Lord ;  quicken  us  according 
to  thy  judgments.  Enter  not  into  judgment  with  us :  for  in  thy 
sight  shall  no  man  living  be  justified. 

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so  pity  us,  O  Lord. 
Salvation  belongeth  unto  the  Lord:  thy  blessing  be  upon  thy 
people.  Selah.  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us;  the  God  of 
Jacob  is  a  high  tower  unto  us.  Selah.  O  Lord  of  hosts, 
happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  thee.  Save,  O  Lord:  may 
the  King  answer  us  on  the  day  we  call.

Visit  the  vine  of  Thy  planting,  water  the  sprout  of  Thy  stock. 
Merciful  God,  prithee  hasten  :  lo  !  for  salvation  we  pine ; 
Not  for  our  own  sake  we  ask  it,  Lord,  but  we  ask  it  for  Thine. 
Hearken  and  answer  our  pleading,  unto  our  passion  attend ;

Thou   clothed  in   outspread  justice,

Thou  an  acquainted  with  oar  sins  both  of  presumption  ' 
and  of  ignorance,  whether  of  will  or  by  compulsion,  both 
the  revealed  and  the  secret.     Before  thee  thy  are  revealed 
and  known.    What  are  we?     What  is  our  life?     What  ourj 
piety?

W^hat  shall  we 
say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers ?, 
Are  not  all  the  mighty  ones  as  naught  before  thee,  and  men 
of  fame  as  though  they  were  not,  wise  men  as  if  they  were1 
without  knowledge,  and   men  of  understanding  as  though, 
they  were  void  of  discretion?

the  Lord  hath  reigned :  the  Lord  will  reign  for  ever  and 
ever.  The  Lord  will  give  strength  unlo  his  people;  the 
Lord  will  bless  his  people  with  peace. 

Father  of  compassion,  do  good  in  thy  favour  unto  Zion; 
build  thou  the  walls  of  Jerusalem.  For  in  thee  alone  do 
we  put  our  trust,  O  King,  high  and  exalted  God,  Lord  of 
worlds. 

The  Ark  is  opened. 

And  it  came  to  pass,  when  the  ark  set  forward,  that 
Moses  said:  Rise  up,  O  Lord,  and  let  thine  enemies  be  scat 
tered,  and  let  them  that  hate  thee  flee  before  thee.  For  out 
of  Zion  shall  go  forth  the  Law,  and  the  word  of  the  Lord 
from  Jerusalem. 

On  Sabbath  the  following  until  thy  salvation  is  omitted: 

The  Lord,  the  Lord,  a  God  full  of  compassion  and 
gracious,  slow  to  anger,  and  abundant  in  goodness  and 
truth;  keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity, 
transgression  and  sin ;  and  acquitting. 

This  is  said  thrice: 

Lord  of  the  Universe,  fulfil  the  wishes  of  our  hearts 
for  good,  yield  our  desire  and  grant  us  our  petition ;  par 
don  all  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  all  our  house 
hold  with  the  pardon  of  loving-kindness  and  the  pardon  of 
mercy.  Purify  us  from  all  our  sins,  our  iniquities  and 
transgressions,  and  remember  us  with  a  good  remembrance 
from  before  thee,  visit  us  with  the  visitation  of  salvation 
and  compassion,  and  remember  us  for  a  long  and  happy 
life  for  peace,  for  sustenance  and  support.  Give  us 
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bread  to  eat  and  raiment  to  put  on,  substance  and  honour, 
and  length  of  days  to  meditate  in  thy  Law  and  to  fulfil  thy 
commandments,  and  discernment  and  understanding  to  com-' 
prehend  its  deep  mysteries.  O  do  thou  send  healing  for  all 
our  sorrows  and  bless  all  the  work  of  our  hands.  Ordain  for 
us  good  decrees  of  salvation  and  comfort,  and  annul  all 
severe  decrees  concerning  us ;  and  incline  the  hearts  of  the 
rulers  and  counsellors  of  the  realm  unto  us  for  good.  Amen, 
and  may  this  be  his  will. 

Let  the  words  of  my  mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my 
heart  be  acceptable  before  thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my 
Redeemer. 

And  as  for  me,  my  prayer  be  unto  thee,  O  Lord,  in  an 
acceptable  time;  O  God,  in  the  multitude  of  thy  mercy, 
answer  me  in  the  truth  of  thy  salvation. 

The  last  verse  is  said  three  times. 


Reader.     Blessed  be  he  who  in  his  holiness  hath  given  the 
Law  unto  his  people  Israel, 


Two  Scrolls  of  the  Law  are  taken  from  the  Ark. 

Reader  and  Cong.  Hear,  O  Israel:  the  Lord  our  God,  the 
Lord  is  One. 

Reader  and  Cong.  One  is  our  God ;  great  is  our  Lord :  holy 
and  terrible  is  his  Name. 

Reader.  Magnify  the  Lord  with  me,  and  let  us  exalt  his 
Name  together. 

Cong.  Thine,  O  Lord,  are  greatness  and  power,  glory, 
victory  and  majesty;  for  all  that  is  in  the  heaven  and  in  the 
earth  is  thine:  thine  is  sovereignty,  O  Lord,  and  pre-eminence 
supreme.  Exalt  ye  the  Lord  our  God  and  worship  at  his 
footstool :  holy  is  he.  Exalt  ye  the  Lord  our  God  and  worship 
at  his  holy  mount;  for  the  Lord  our  God  is  holy. 


For  silent  prayer: 

Magnified  and  sanctified,  praised  and  glorified,  exalted  and 
extolled  above  all  be  the  Name  of  the  Supreme  King  of  kings, 
the  Holy  One,  blessed  be  he,  in  the  worlds  he  hath  created,  this 
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world  and  the  world  to  come,  in  accordance  with  his  will  and 
the  will  of  them  that  fear  him,  and  of  all  the  house  of  Israel.

And  it  is 
said :  And  the  glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  revealed,  and  all  flesh 
shall  see  it  together ;  for  the  mouth  of  the  Lord  hath  spoken  it. 
Reader.  May  the  Father  of  compassion  have  mercy  upon  a 
people  that  have  been  borne  aloft  by  him.  May  he  remember 
the  covenant  with  the  patriarchs;  may  he  deliver  our  souls 
from  evil  hours,  curb  the  evil  inclination  in  them  that  have 
been  carried  by  him,  and  graciously  grant  us  an  everlasting 
deliverance,  and  fulfil  our  desires  in  the  measure  of  his  good 
ness,  salvation  and  mercy. 


The  Scroll  being  placed  upon  the  reading-desk,  the  Reader  says: 

And  may  he  help,  shield  and  save  all  who  trust  in  him ;  and 
let  us  say,  Amen.

The  Reader  here  names  the  person  who  is  first  called  to  the  reading 

of  the  Law. 

Blessed  be  he,  who  in  his  holiness  hath  given  the  law  unto 
his  people  Israel.  The  Law  of  the  Lord  is  perfect,  restoring 
the  soul:  the  testimony  of  the  Lord  is  sure,  making  wise  the 
simple.  The  statutes  of  the  Lord  are  right,  rejoicing  the  heart : 
the  commandment  of  the  Lord  is  pure,  enlightening  the  eyes. 
The  Lord  will  give  strength  unto  his  people;  the  Lord  will 
bless  his  people  with  peace.  As  for  God,  his  way  is  perfect: 
the  word  of  the  Lord  is  tried ;  he  is  a  shield  unto  all  that  trust 
in  him. 

Cong,  and  Reader.  And  ye  that  cleave  unto  the  Lord  your 
God  are  alive  every  one  of  you  this  day. 
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Rack  person  who  Is  called  to  the  reading  of  the  Law  says  the  follow 

ing  blessing: 

Bless  ye  the  Lord,  who  is  blessed. 

Congregation: 
Blessed  be  the  Lord,  who  is  blessed  for  ever  and  evermore. 

He  repeats  the  response  &f  the  Congregation,  and  continues: 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples,  and  hast  given  us  thy 
Law.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  giver  of  the  Law. 

After  the  reading  of  &  section   of   the   Law,  he  says  the  following 

blessing: 

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  given  us  the  Law  of  truth,  and  hast  planted  ever 
lasting  life  in  our  midst.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  giver  of 
the  Law. 


Leviticus,  Chap.  xvi. 

And  the  Lord  spake  unto  Moses  after  the  death  of  the 
two  sons  of  Aaron :  when  they  drew  near  before  the  Lord, 
and  died.  And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Speak  unto 
Aaron  thy  brother,  that  he  come  not  at  all  times  into  the 
•holy  place  within  the  veil,  before  the  covering,  which  is 
upon  the  Ark,  that  he  die  not;  for  I  will  appear  in  the 
cloud  upon  the  covering.  Herewith  shall  Aaron  come  into 
the  holy  place:  with  a  young  bullock  for  a  sin-offering,  and 
a  ram  for  a  burnt  offering.  He  shall  put  on  the  holy  linen 
coat,  and  he  shall  have  the  linen  breeches  upon  his  flesh, 
and  shall  be  girdled  with  the  linen  girdle,  and  with  the  linen 
mitre  shall  he  be  attired:  they  are  holy  garments;  and 
he  shall  bathe  his  flesh  in  water,  and  put  them  on.  And 
he  shall  take  of  the  congregation  of  the  children  of  Israel 
two  he-goats  for  a  sin-offering,  and  one  ram  for  a  burnt 
offering.  And  Aaron  shall  present  the  bullock  of  the  sin- 
offering,  which  is  for  himself;  and  he  shall  make  atone 
ment  for  himself  and  for  his  house.  And  he  shall  take  the 
two  goats  and  set  them  before  the  Lord  at  the  door  of  the 
tent  of  the  meeting.  And  Aaron  shall  cast  lots  upon  the  two 
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goats:  one  lot  for  the  Lord,  and  one  lot  for  Azazel.1  And 
Aaron  shall  present  the  goat  upon  which  the  lot  fell  for  the 
Lord,  and  offer  him  for  a  sin  offering.  But  the  goat  on 
which  the  lot  fell  for  Azazel  shall  be  set  alive  before  the 
Lord,  to  make  atonement  over  him:  to  send  him  away  to 
Azazel  into  the  wilderness.  And  Aaron  shall  present  the 
bullock  of  the  sin-offering,  which  is  for  himself,  and  shall 
make  atonement  for  himself  and  for  his  house;  and  he  shall 
kill  the  bullock  of  the  sin-offering  which  is  for  himself. 
And  he  shall  take  a  censer  full  of  coals  of  fire  from  off  the 
altar  before  the  Lord,  and  his  hands  full  of  sweet  incense 
beaten  small ;  and  he  shall  bring  it  within  the  veil.  And 
he  shall  put  the  incense  upon  the  fire  before  the  Lord: 
that  the  cloud  of  the  incense  may  cover  the  covering  that 
is  upon  the  testimony,  that  he  die  not.  And  he  shall  take 
of  the  blood  of  the  bullock,  and  sprinkle  it  with  his  finger 
over  against  the  covering  eastward ;  and  before  the  cover 
ing  shall  he  sprinkle  of  the  blood  with  his  finger  seven  times. 
Then  shall  he  kill  the  goat  of  the  sin-offering  that  is  for  the 
people,  and  bring  his  blood  within  the  veil  and  do  with  his 
blood  as  he  did  with  the  blood  of  the  bullock  and  sprinkle 
it  over  against  the  covering  and  before  the  covering.  And 
lie  shall  make  atonement  for  the  holy  place,  because  of  the 
uncleannesses  of  the  children  of  Israel,  and  because  of  their 
transgressions,  in  all  their  sins;  and  so  shall  he  do  for  the 
tent  of  meeting,  that  dwelleth  with  them  in  the  midst  of 
their  uncleannesses.  And  there  shall  be  no  man  in  the 
tent  of  meeting  when  he  goeth  in  to  make  atonement  in 
the  holy  place,  until  he  come  out  and  have  made  atone 
ment  for  himself  and  for  his  household  and  for  all  the 
assembly  of  Israel.  And  he  shall  go  out  unto  the  altar  that 
is  before  the  Lord,  and  make  atonement  for  it;  and  he  shall 
take  of  the  blood  of  the  bullock  and  of  the  blood  of  the 
goat,  and  put  it  upon  the  horns  of  the  altar  round  about, 
And  he  shall  sprinkle  of  the  blood  upon  it  with  his  finger 
seven  times,  and  cleanse  it,  and  hallow  it  from  the  unclean- 
nesses  of  the  children  of  Israel.  And  when  he  hath  made 
an  end  of  atoning  for  the  holy  place  and  the  tent  of  meeting 
and  the  altar,  he  shall  present  the  live  goat.  And  Aaror 
shall  lay  both  his  hands  upon  the  head  of  the  live  goat,  anc 
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confess  over  him  all  the  iniquities  of  the  children  of  Israel,, 
and     all    their    transgressions     in    all     their    sins;    and    he 
shall  put  them  upon  the  head  of  the  goat,   and   shall   send) 
him  away  by  the  hand  of  a  man   that   is  in  readiness   into' 
the  wilderness.     And  the  goat  shall  bear  upon  him  all  their, 
iniquities  unto  a  solitary  land:  and  he  shall  let  go  the  goat 
in  the  wilderness.     And  Aaron  shall  come  into  the  tent  of' 
meeting,  and  shall  put  off  the  linen  garments,  which  he  put 
on  when  he  went  into  the  holy  place ;  and  shall  leave  them  ' 
there.      And    he    shall   bathe   his    flesh    in   water   in   a   holy 
place,  and  put  on  his  garments;   and  come  forth  and  offer | 
his  burnt  offering  and  the  burnt  offering  of  the  people,  and 
make   atonement   for  himself  and   for  the  people.     And  the! 
Fat  of  the  sin-offering   shall   he  burn   upon   the  altar.     And 
he    that    sendeth    away    the    goat   to   Azazel    shall    wash    his! 
clothes,    and   bathe    his    flesh   in   water;    and    afterward   |he, 
shall   come   into   the   camp.       And   the   bullock   of   the   sin-! 
offering,  and  the  goat  of  the  sin-offering,  whose  blood  was, 
brought  in  to  make  atonement  in   the  holy  place,   shall  one1 
carry   forth   without  the  camp;   and  they   shall  burn   in   the> 
fire  their  skins  and  their  flesh  and  their  dung.     And  he  that 
burneth  them   shall  wash  his   clothes   and  bathe  his  flesh  ini 
water,  and  afterward  he  shall  come  into  the  camp.     And  it 
shall  be  a  statute  for  ever  unto  you:  in  the  seventh  month,, 
on  the  tenth   day  of  the  month,  ye   shall   afflict  your  souls, 
and   shall    do   no   manner   of   work,    the   home-born   or    the 
stranger  that  sojourneth  among  you.     For  on  this  day  shall 
atonement  be  made  for  you,  to  cleanse  you:  from  all  your 
sins  before  the  Lord  shall  ye  be  clean.     It  is  a  Sabbath  of 
solemn   rest  unto  you,  and  ye  shall   afflict  your  souls ;  it  is 
a  statute   for  ever.     And  the  priest   who   shall   be   anointed.1' 
and   who   shall   be   consecrated   to   be   priest   in   his    father's^ 
stead  shall  make  the  atonement,  and  shall  put  on  the  linen,1 
(garments,    even    the    holy   garments.       And    he    shall    make : 
atonement  for  the  holy  sanctuary,  and  he  shall  make  atone-l 
ment  for  the  tent  of  meeting  and  for  the  altar ;  and  he  shall 
make  atonement  for  the  priests  and  for  all  the  people  of  the 
assembly.     And  this  shall  be  an  everlasting  statute  unto  you, 
to    make    atonement    for    the    children    of    Israel    because 
of  all  their  sins,  once  in  the  year;  and  he  did  as  the  Low 
commanded  Moses.

The  first  Scroll  is  then  held  up  and  the  Congregation  say:

Numbers  xxix.  7-11. 

And  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  ye  shall  have,* 
an  holy  convocation ;  and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls ;  ye  shall  i 
do  no  manner  of  work.  And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering', 
unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet  savour :  one  young  bullock,  one  c 
ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the  first  year;  they  shall  be  to  you! 
without  blemish.  And  their  meal-offering  fine  flour  mingled  I 
with  oil:  three  tenth  parts  for  the  bullock,  two  tenth  parts  I 
for  the  one  ram.  A  several  tenth  part  for  every  lamb  of 
the  seven  lambs.  One  he-goat  for  a  sin-offering:  beside  thej 
sin-offering  of  atonement,  and  the  continual  burnt  offering, 
and  the  meal-offering  thereof  and  their  drink-offerings.

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Both  Scrolls  being  placed  upon  the  Desk,  the  Reader  says:

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
who  hast  chosen  good  prophets  and  hast  found  pleasure  in 
their  words,  which  were  spoken  in  truth.  Blessed  art  thou, 
O  Lord,  who  hast  chosen  the  Law,  and  Moses  thy  servant, 
and  prophets  of  truth  and  righteousness. 


Isaiah   Ivii.    14 — Iviii.    14. 


And  one  shall  say,  Cast  ye  up,  cast  ye  up,  prepare  the 
way:  take  up  the  stumbling  block  out  of  the  way  of  my 
people.  For  thus  saith  the  high  and  lofty  One  that  inhabiteth 
eternity,  whose  name  is  Holy:  I  dwell  in  the  high  and  holy 
place,  with  him  also  that  is  of  a  contrite  and  humble  spirit, 
to  revive  the  spirit  of  the  humble,  and  to  revive  the  heart  of 
the  contrite  ones.  For  I  will  not  contend  for  ever,  neither 
will  I  be  always  wroth:  for  the  spirit  should  fail  before  me, 
and  the  souls  which  I  have  made.  For  the  iniquity  of  his 
covetousness  was  I  wroth,  and  smote  him :  I  hid  me,  and 
was  wroth :  and  he  went  on  forwardly  in  the  way  of  his 
heart.  I  have  seen  his  ways,  and  will  heal  him:  I  will  lead 
him  also,  and  restore  comforts  unto  him  and  to  his  mourn 
ers.  I  create  the  fruit  of  the  lips ;  peace,  peace  to  him  that 
is  far  off,  and  to  him  that  is  near,  saith  the  Lord:  and  I 
will  heal  him.  But  the  wicked  are  like  the  troubled  sea: 
for  it  cannot  rest,  and  its  waters  cast  up  mire  and  dirt.  There 
is  no  peace,  saith  my  God,  to  the  wicked. 


Cry  aloud,  spare  not,  lift  up  thy  voice  like  a  trumpet 
and  declare  unto  my  people  their  transgression,  and  to  the 
house  of  Jacob  their  sins.  Yet  they  seek  me  daily,  and  de 
light  to  know  my  ways,  as  a  nation  that  did  righteousness 
and  forsook  not  the  ordinance  of  their  God :  they  ask  oi 
me  the  ordinances  of  justice;  they  take  delight  to  draw  neai 
unto  God.

Behold,  ye  fas 
for  strife  and  contention,  and  to  smite  with  the  fis 
of  wickedness:  yet  shall  not  fast  as  ye  do  this  day,  to  mak< 
your  voice  to  be  heard  on  high.  Is  it  such  a  fast  that  " 
have  chosen?  a  day  for  a  man  to  afflict  his  soul:  is  it  t( 
bow  down  his  head  as  a  bulrush,  and  to  spread  sackclotl

and  ashes  under  him?  wilt  thou  call  this  a  fast,  and  an  ac 
ceptable  day  to  the  Lord?  Is  not  this  the  fast  that  I  have 
chosen  ?  to  loose  the  bands  of  thy  wickedness,  to  undo  the  heavy 
burdens,  and  to  let  the  oppressed  go  free,  and  that  ye  break 
every  yoke?  Is  it  not  to  deal  thy  bread  to  the  hungry,  and 
that  thou  bring  the  poor  that  are  cast  out  to  thy  house?  when 
thou  seest  the  naked,  that  thou  cover  him ;  and  that  thou  hide 
not  thyself  from  thine  own  flesh.  Then  shall  thy  light  break 
forth  as  the  morning,  and  thy  healing  shall  spring  forth 
speedily:  and  thy  righteousness  shall  go  before  thee;  the 
glory  of  the  Lord  shall  be  thy  rereward.  Then  shalt  thou  call 
and  the  Lord  shall  answer;  thou  shalt  cry,  and  he  shall  say, 
Here  I  am,  if  thou  take  away  from  the  midst  of  thee  the 
yoke^  the  putting  forth  of  the  finger,  and  speaking  wickedly. 
And  if  thou  draw  out  thy  soul  to  the  hungry,  and  satisfy  the 
afflicted  soul:,  then  shall  thy  light  rise  in  darkness,  and  thine 
obscurity  be  as  the  noonday.  And  the  Lord  shall  guide  thee 
continually,  and  satisfy  thy  soul  in  drought,  and  make  strong 
thy  bones:  and  thou  shalt  be  like  a  watered  garden,  and  like 
a  spring  of  water,  whose  waters  fail  not.  And  they  that 
shall  be  of  thee  shall  build  the  old  waste  places:  thou  shalt 
raise  up  the  foundations  of  many  generations;  and  thou  shalt 
be  called,  The  repairer  of  the  breach,  The  restorer  of  paths 
to  dwell  in.

Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  King  of  the  Universe, 
Rock  of  all  worlds,  righteous,  throughout  all  generations, 
O  faithful  God,  who  sayest  and  doest,  who  speakest  and  ful- 
fillest,  whose  words  are  all  truth  and  righteousness.  Faith 
ful  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God,  and  faithful  are  thy  words, 
and  not  one  of  thy  words  shall  return  void;  for  thou  art  a 
faithful  and  merciful  God  and  King.

And  on  the  Sabbath  day  two  he-lambs  of  the  first  year 
without  blemish,  and  two  tenths  parts  of  fine  flour  for  a 
meal-offering,  mingled  with  oil,  and  the  drink-offering  there 
of;  this  is  the  burnt  offering  of  every  Sabbath,  besides  the 
continual  burnt  offering  and  the  drink-offering  thereof. 

And  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  ye  shall  have 
an  holy  convocation:  and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls;  ye  shall 
do  no  manner  of  work.  And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering 
unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet  savour:  one  young  bullock,  one 
ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the  first  year;  they  shall  be  to  you 
without  blemish. 

And  their  meal-offering  and  their  drink-offerings  as  or 
dained  ;  three  tenth  parts  for  the  bullock,  two  tenth  parts  for 
the  ram,  and  one  tenth  part  for  each  lamb,  and  wine  according 
to  the  drink-offering  thereof,  and  two  he-goats  wherewith 
to  make  atonement,  and  the  two  continual  offerings  accord 
ing  to  their  ordinance. 

©n  Sabbath  the  following  paragraph  is  added: 


[They  shall  rejoice  in  thy  Kingdom  who  keep  the  Sabbath 
and  call  it  a  delight;  the  people  that  hallow  the  seventh  day 
shall,  all  of  them,  be  satisfied  and  delighted  with  thy 
goodness;  for  thou  didst  find  pleasure  in  the  seventh  day 
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aad  didst  hallow  it;  the  desirable  of  days  didst  thou  call 
it,  in  remembrance  of  the  work  of  creation.] 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our  iniquities 
[on  this  Sabbath  day  and]  on  this  Day  of  Atonement;

And    for   the    sins    for   which   we    deserve   the   punishment  of   forty 
stripes ; 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  deserve  death  by  the  hand  of  God; 

And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  deserve  the  punishment  <xi  excision, 
and  of  being  childless; 

And  for  all  these,  O  God  of  forgiveness,  forgive  u 
trs,  grant  us  atonement. 
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And  for  the  sins  for  which  we  deserve  the  four  kinds  of  death  in- , 
flicted  by  the  Court  of  Law :  stoning,  burning,  beheading  and 
strangling. 

For  the  breach  of  positive  commands,  and  for  the  breach1 
of  negative  commands,  whether  an  action  be  involved  or  not;] 
both  for  the  sins  that  are  known  unto  us  and  those  that  are 
unknown  to  us.  Those  that  are  known  unto  us  we  have1 
already  avowed  before  thee,  and  we  have  made  acknowl-, 
edgment  of  them  unto  thee:  and  those  that  are  unknown  to 
us,  lo,  they  are  revealed  and  known  unto  thee,  according  to' 
the  word  which  has  been  said:  The  secret  things  belong, 
unto  the  Lord  our  God,  but  the  revealed  things  belong  unto 
us,  and  unto  our  children  for  ever,  that  we  may  do  all  the| 
words  of  this  Law.  For  thou  art  the  Forgiver  of  Israel  and( 
the  Pardoner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  all  generations,  and 
beside  thee  we  have  no  king,  to  pardon  and  forgive  our  sins. 
We  have  thee  alone. 

O  my  God,  while  yet  I  was  unformed  I  was  not  worthy,, 
and  now  I  have  been  formed,  I  am  as  though  I  had  not  been 
formed.  Dust  am  I  in  my  life ;  yea,  even  more  so  in  my  death.) 
Behold  me  before  thee  like  a  vessel  filled  with  shame  and 
confusion.  O  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  my  God  and  the 
God  of  my  fathers,  that  I  may  sin  no  more,  and  as  to  the- 
sins  I  have  sinned  before  thee,  purge  them  away  in  thine 
abundant  mercy  and  not  by  means  of  affliction  and  sore  dis 
eases. 

O  my  God,  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me,  let  my  soul  be  silent, 
yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  thou  my  heart 
to  thy  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  commandments.  And 
as  to  any  who  devise  evil  against  me,  speedily  make  their 
counsel  of  none  effect  and  frustrate  their  designs.  Do  thou 
it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  right 
hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  thy  Law,  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  delivered.  O  save: 
with  thy  right  hand  and  answer  me.  Let  the  words  of  my 
mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  acceptable  before 
thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer.  He  who  maketh1 
peace  in  his  high  places,  may  he  make  peace  for  us  and  for 
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all  Israel,  and  say  ye,  Amen.  May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lon 
our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  the  temple  be  speedily 
rebuilt  in  our  days  and  grant  our  portion  in  thy  Law. 

And  there  we  will  serve  thee  with  awe,  as  in  the  days  o 
old  and  as  in  ancient  years.  And  the  offering  of  Judah  anc 
Jerusalem  shall  be  pleasant  unto  the  Lord,  as  in  the  days  o:- 
old  and  as  in  ancient  years.

The  great  trumpet  is  sounded;  the  still  small 
voice  is  heard ;  the  angels  are  dismayed ;  fear  and  trembling 
seize  hold  of  them  as  they  proclaim,  Behold  the  Day  of  Judg 
ment!  The  host  of  heaven  is  to  be  arraigned  in  judgment. 
For  in  thine  eyes  they  are  not  pure ;  and  all  who  enter  the 
world  dost  thou  cause  to  pass  before  thee  as  a  flock  of  sheep. 
As  a  shepherd  seeketh  out  his  flock,  and  causeth  them  to  pass 
beneath  his  crook,  so  dost  thou  cause  to  pass  and  number,  tell 
and  visit  every  living  soul,  appointing  the  measure  of  every 
creature's  life  and  decreeing-  their  destiny.

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On  the  first  day  of  the  year  it  is  inscribed,  and  on  the  Day 
of  Atonement  the  decree  is  sealed,  how  many  shall  pass  away 
and  how  many  shall  be  born;  who  shall  live  and  who  shall  die, 
who  at  the  measure  of  man's  days  and  who  before  it;  who 
shall  perish  by  fire  and  who  by  water,  who  by  the  sword,  who 
by  wild  beasts,  who  by  hunger  and  who  by  thirst ;  who  by 
earthquake  and  who  by  plague,  who  by  strangling  and  who 
by  stoning;  who  shall  have  rest  and  who  shall  go  wandering, 
who  shall  be  tranquil  and  who  shall  be  harassed,  who  shall 
be  at  ease  and  who  shall  be  afflicted ;  who  shall  become  poor 
and  who  shall  wax  rich;  who  shall  be  brought  low  and  who 
shall  be  upraised. 

But  Penitence,  Prayer  and  Chanty 
avert  the  severe  decree. 

Cong.  For  according  to  thy  Name  so  is  thy  praise.  Thou 
art  slow  to  anger  and  ever  ready  to  be  reconciled;  for  thou 
desirest  not  the  death  of  the  sinner,  but  that  he  turn  from 
his  way  and  live.  And  even  until  the  day  of  his  death  thou 
waitest  for  him:  and  if  he  return  thou  dost  straightway  re 
ceive  him. 

Reader.  In  truth  thou  art  their  Creator,  who  knowest  their 
nature,  that  they  are  flesh  and  blood.  As  for  man,  he  is 
from  the  dust  and  unto  the  dust  will  he  return ;  he  getteth  his 
bread  with  the  peril  of  his  life;  he  is  like  a  fragile  potsherd, 
dfv  the  grass  that  withereth,  as  the  flower  that  fadeth,  as  a 
fleeting  shadow,  as  a  passing  cloud,  as  the  wind  that  bloweth, 
as  the  floating  dust,  yea,  and  as  a  dream  that  flieth  away. 

But  thou  art  the  King,  the  living  and  everlasting  God. 

Thy  years  have  no  measure  nor  hath  the  length  of  thy  days 
any  end.  None  can  conceive  the  chariots  of  thy  glory,  nor 
fathom  the  mystery  of  thy  Name.  Thy  Name  befits  thee  and 
thou  art  according  to  thy  Name,  and  our  name  hast  thou 
linked  with  thine  own. 

O  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Name,  and  sanctify  thy  Name 
through  them  that  call  it  holy;  yea,  for  thy  glorious  Name's 
sake,  which  is  reverenced  and  sanctified  by  the  mystic  utter 
ance  of  the  holy  Seraphim,  who  hallow  it  in  the  sanctuary, 
they  that  dwell  in  the  heavens  uniting  with  those  who  dwell 
on  earth: 
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Reader.  As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet,  An<$ 
one  cried  unto  another  and  said, 

Cong,  and  Reader.  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts; 
the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Reader.  His  glory  filleth  the  Universe :  his  ministering 
angels  ask  one  of  another,  Where  is  the  place  of  his  glory? 
Those  over  against  them  say,  Blessed — 

Cong,  and  Reader.  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from 
his  place. 

Reader.  From  his  place  he  will  turn  in  mercy  and  be  gra 
cious  unto  a  people  who  continually,  evening  and  morning, 
twice  every  day,  proclaim  the  unity  of  his  Name,  saying  in 
love,  Hear — 

Cong,  and  Reader.  Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the 
Lord  is  One. 

Reader.  One  is  he,  our  God,  cur  Father,  our  King,  our 
Saviour;  and  he  in  his  mercy  will  yet  again  let  us  hear,  in 
the  presence  of  all  living,  his  promise.  To  be  unto  you  for 
a  God. 

Cong,  and  Reader.    "I  am  the  Lord  your  God." 

Reader.  Thou  are  most  glorious;  O  Lord  our  Lord, 
how  glorious  is  thy  Name  in  all  the  earth!  And 
the  Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth;  in 
that  day  shall  the  Lord  be  One  and  his  Name  One.  And  in 
thy  holy  words  it  is  written,  saying: 

Cong,  and  Reader.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Reader.  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare  thy  great 
ness,  and  to  all  eternity  we  will  proclaim  thy  holiness ;  and  thy 
praise,  O  our  God,  shall  not  depart  from  our  mouth  for  ever; 
for  thou  art  a  great  and  holy  God.  and  King. 

O  have  compassion  upon  thy  work  and  rejoice  therein.  And 
when  thou  hast  justified  them  that  have  been  borne  aloft 
by  thee,  thy  faithful  servants  shall  say:  O  Lord,  be  thou 
sanctified  pver  all  thv  works. 
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For  with  thy  holiness  thou  hast  sanctified  them  that  call 
thee  holy.  Meet  unto  the  Holy  One  is  his  pious  servants' 
crown  of  praise.  And  thus  may  thy  Name,  O  Lord  our  God,  ' 
be  hallowed  over  thy  people  Israel  and  over  Jerusalem  thy 
city,  over  Zion  the  habitation  of  thy  glory,  over  the  Kingdom 
of  the  house  of  David  thine  anointed,  over  thy  dwelling-place 
and  thy  Temple.  He  will  yet  remember  the  love  of  the  pa 
triarch,  our  sire;  yea,  and  for  the  sake  of  the  son  who  was 
bound  he  will  still  our  strife,  and  for  the  merit  of  the  perfect 
one,1  the  All-feared  will  bring  forth  our  suit  to  the  light  of 
acquittal :  for  this  day  is  holy  unto  our  Lord.  If  there  be  no 
advocate  of  righteousness  to  plead  against  the  witness  of 
transgression,  do  thou  thyself  teach  Jacob  the  word,  even  of 
law  and  justice;  and  clear  us  in  judgment,  O  King  of  justice — 

Reader.     Whose  hand  taketh  hold  of  judgment; 

Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  faithful  God, 

He  trieth  and  searcheth  the  most  hidden  secrets ; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  searcheth  the  innermost 
parts. 

He  redeemeth  from  death  and  delivereth  from  the  gra^e; 
Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  mighty  Redeemer. 

He  alone  is  the  Judge  of  all  who  come  into  the  world ; 
Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  true  Judge. 

He  is  called  "I  am  that  I  am ;" 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  is,  was,  and  ever  will  be. 

The  Immutable  is  his  Name  and  such  is  his  praise ; 

Cong.     And  all  believe  that  there  is  none  beside  him. 

He  recurdeth  a  memorial  of  love  to  those  who  remember  him ; 
Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  remembereth  the  covenant. 

He  appointeth  life  unto  all  his  creatures; 

Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  liveth  and  endureth. 

i  Jacob. 
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He  is  good  and  beneficent  to  the  wicked  and  to  the  good; 
Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  good  unto  all. 

He  knoweth  the  nature  of  all  creatures ; 

Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  formed  them  in  the  womb. 

He  is  all-powerful  and  all-perfect; 

Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  omnipotent. 

He  dwelleth  in  the  secret  place  in  the  shadow  of  the  Almighty;. 
Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  One  alone. 

He  causeth  kings  to  reign,  but  unto  him  belongeth  the  do 
minion. 
Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  eternal  King. 

He  guideth  every  generation  by  his  loving-kindness; 
Cong.    And  all  believe  that  he  keepeth  mercy. 

He  beareth  up,  and  averteth  his  gaze  from  the  rebellious; 
Cong.     And  all  believe  that  he  forgiveth.     Selah.

Bit  is  just,  and  wtfo  bam  great  and  small  are  alike ; 
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Cong,  and  Reader.     And  all  believe  that  he  is  the  righteous 
Judge. 

He  is  perfect  and  dealeth  truly  with  the  pure; 
And  all  believe  that  his  work  is  perfect. 

Thou  alone  wilt  be  exalted,  and  thou  wilt  reign  over  all 
in  Unity,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet :  The 
Lord  shall  be  King  over  all  the  earth;  in  that  day  shall 
the  Lord  be  One  and  his  Name  One.

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And  on  the  tenth  day  of  this  seventh  month  ye  shall  have 
an  holy  convocation :  and  ye  shall  afflict  your  souls ;  ye  shall  | 
do  no  manner  of  work.     And  ye  shall  offer  a  burnt  offering 
unto  the  Lord  for  a  sweet  savour:  one  young  bullock,  one 
ram,  seven  he-lambs  of  the  first  year;  they  shall  be  to  you( 
without  blemish. 

And   their  meal-offering   and   their   drink-offerings   as   or-; 
dained;   three   tenth   parts   for   the   bullock,   two   tenth   parts 
for  the   ram,   and  one  tenth   part   for   each  lamb,   and   wine' 
according   to   the    drink-offering    thereof,    and    two    he-goats 
wherewith  to  make  atonement,  and  the  two  continual  offerings! 
according  to  their  ordinance. 

On  Sabbath  the  following  paragraph  is  added:

Cong.  Thou  art  strong  in  power  and  very  great  in  might;  fq 
who  can  do  according  to  thy  mighty  acts?  Thou  didst  lay  the  beam 
of  lofty  chambers  above  the  cold,  surging  waters,  and  the  world  dids 
thou  hang  upon  nothing.  When  gloom  and  darkness  like  the  shado> 
of  death  covered  the  Universe,  thou  didst  cause  the  morning  ligh 
to  shine  forth  from  the  mantle  of  thy  glory;  thou  didst  separaf 
the  proud  waters  by  a  firmament  like  unto  the  terrible  crystal2  an 
the  nethermost  waters  thou  didst  gather  into  the  vast  abyss,  tha 
they  might  not  return  upon  the  earth.  When  thou  uncoveredst  th- 
face  of  the  earth,  lo !  its  fruit  budded  forth ;  a  garden  eastward  dids. 
thou  plant  for  the  delight  of  thy  beloved.  Great  luminaries  dids* 
thou  set  in  the  firmament  of  thy  power,  and  at  thy  word  rose  th 
host  of  constellations.  Winged  fowl  didst  thou  form,  and  multitude 
of  fish  were  brought  forth  in  the  depths  of  the  ocean,  even  Leviathar 
reserved  for  the  triumph  of  the  righteous  :3  from  the  clods  of  th1 
earth  were  brought  forth  breathing  and  moving  creatures,  also  Behe 
moth,  that  basketh  among  reed  and  mire,4  destined  for  them  o 
whom  thou  wilt  make  choice.  Thou  didst  prepare  food  and  drink 
while  yet  there  was  no  creature  to  sustain.  Then  didst  thou  fashioi, 
a  body  from  clay  with  the  impress  of  thine  own  image,  and  thoi 
didst  breathe  into  the  frail  life  of  man  a  pure  soul  from  on  high 
Deep  sleep  fell  upon  him,  and  from  his  side  didst  thou  take  ; 
help-meet,  appointed  by  thee.  Thou  didst  command  him  not  to  tast 
of  the  tree  of  knowledge ;  yet  did  he,  deceived  by  the  serpent'* 
guile,  disobey  thy  word.  Then  was  his  doom  pronounced  by  thee 
by  the  sweat  of  his  face  shall  man  win  his  bread,  and  in  pain  shal, 
woman  bear ;  and  for  the  subtle  serpent,  dust  shall  be  his  food.  Thoi 
didst  ordain  that  man  should  have  offspring  of  woman  and  he 
love:  so  did  she  conceive  and  bare.  Together  they  came  before  the< 
with  an  offering  and  a  sacrifice,  he  that  was  a  tiller  of  the  ground 
and  he  that  was  a  keeper  of  sheep;  and  thou  hadst  respect  unto 
the  younger  and  unto  his  gift,  but  thou  wast  displeased  with  th< 
elder.  Quenched  was  the  tenderness  of  his  compassion;  then  rose  hi, 
against  his  brother  and  slew  him;  yet  when  he  sought  thy  face 
thou  didst  set  thy  mark  upon  him.  The  sinful  generation  callec 
upon  idols  by  thy  name,  and  thou  didst  bid  the  dread,  flowing  water; 
to  pour  forth,  and  the  people  perished.  Lo !  how  did  the  proud  one; 
err  that  said,  Depart  from  us 5 ;  they  were  destroyed  by  the  ho 
raging  waters,6  yea,  they  waxed  warm  and  vanished.7  But  he  tha 
was  worthy  was  saved;  for  thou  didst  shut  him  up  in  the  ark  01 
gopher-wood;  his  children  didst  thou  make  fruitful,  and  they  replen-' 
ished  the  desolate  earth.  They  that  took  counsel  together  to  momv 
the  skies  were  ensnared,  and  scattered  abroad  by  blast  of  tempest  anc1 
whirlwind.  Beloved  one,  who  came  from  other  side  of  river.8  made 
thee  known  in  the  world;  the  solace  of  his  old  age  did  he  offer  untc 
thee  even  as  a  whole-burnt  offering.  As  a  lamb  without  blemish  was

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the  perfect  man1  chosen,  for  he  delighted  to  dwell  in  tents,  and  wa 
drawn  near  unto  thee.  An  upright  and  beautiful  race  didst  thou  brinj 
forth  from  his  loins,  wholly  a  right  seed,  without  reproach.  Thoi 
didst  desire  Levi,  the  man  thou  didst  love,  to  minister  unto  thee,  t< 
separate  and  to  consecrate  from  his  stock  him  that  should  ministe 
iu  the  Holy  of  Holies,  crowned  with  the  holy  mitre,  robed,  and  bearing 
the  urim,  abiding  seven  days2  in  the  place  wherein  all  is  glorious.  Th1 
faithful  once  separated  the  High  Priest  one  week  before  the  tentl, 
day,  according  to  the  law  of  consecration. 


Reader.  The  water  of  purification  was  sprinkled  upon  him  t< 
cleanse  him,  and  each  day  he  sprinkled  the  blood,  burnt  incense  ant 
trimmed  the  lamps,  that  he  might  become  accustomed  to  the  sacre< 
service.  i 


Cong.  Then  the  wise  elders  that  sat  in  the  gate  gathered  aroum 
him,  and  they  said  unto  him,  Read  aloud  the  portion  of  the  Law 
On  the  dawn  of  the  ninth  day  they  escorted  him  to  the  eastern  gate 
and  some  of  the  beautiful  sacrifices  of  the  Day  of  Atonement  passe( 
before  him.  Toward  sunset,  the  meal  that  was  prepared  for  bin, 
was  frugal,  that  his  sleep  might  be  calm;  the  aged  men  of  his  trib< 
led  him  forth  to  instruct  him  in  taking  his  hands  full  of  incense/ 
and  they  charged  him  upon  oath  to  raise  the  pillar  of  incense  withii 
the  Holy  of  Holies.*  His  flesh  trembled  and  he  shed  tears  that  hi: 
zeal  should  be  doubted;  they  also  shed  tears,  turning  aside  as  the} 
wept;  they  sought  by  thoughtful  speech  in  expounding  the  Law  am 
by  reading  Holy  Writ  to  keep  him  wakeful  until  midnight.  With  joy1 
they  to  whom  the  first  lot  fell  removed  the  ashes  from  the  altar;  th( 
second  lot  was  cast  for  the  removal  of  the  ashes  from  the  altar  o) 
incense  and  from  the  lamp;  the  third  lot  was  cast  among  fresh  priests 
for  one  that  should  assist  at  the  offering  of  incense;  and  for  the  ar 
rangement  of  the  members  of  the  sacrifice  was  the  fourth  lot  cast.  A;' 
the  watchman  proclaimed  the  dawn  of  day,  they  spread  a  veil  of  nm 
linen  to  conceal  him;  he  put  off  his  clothes,  bathed,  and  put  on  th< 
golden  garments;  he  stood  and  laved  his  hands  and  feet,  and  per 
formed  the  first  part  of  the  rite  of  the  morning  continual  burn' 
offering.  He  appointed  another  to  complete  it,  while  he  receivec 
the  blood  and  sprinkled  it :  he  then  went  to  burn  incense  and  tc 
trim  the  lamps,  to  offer  the  burnt  offering,  and  to  pour  out  th? 
drink-offering:  thus  did  he  perform  the  rite  of  the  whole-burni 
offering,  doing  all  according  to  the  order  thereof.  Then  spread  the}! 
again  the  linen  veil  as  at  first :  he  then  entered  the  chamber  o: 
Parvah  in  the  sanctuary;  he  laved  his  hands  and  feet  and  put  ofl 
his  golden  garments.  He  went  forth  and  bathed,  and  put  on  th< 
white  garments,  and  laved  his  hands  and  feet.  These  garments  wen, 
of  fine  linen  from  Pelusium,  of  the  value  of  eighteen  manim;  most

He  took  a  sharp  knife  and  killed  the  bul 
lock  as  ordained;  he  received  the  blood  in  a  bow) 
and  gave  it  unto  him  that  stirred  it,  to  keep  it  fluic 
until  the  time  for  sprinkling,  lest  it  should  become  thick 
and  be  unfit  for  the  atonement  rite.  Plucking  flaming  coals 
from  the  altar,  he  took  a  light  censer  wrought  of  the  gold 
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of  Parvah,  and  fashioned  with  a  thin  receptacle  and  a  longji 
hand-piece,  and  cast  three  kabs  of  live  coals  therein :  then  they 
brought  him  a  vessel  loaded  with  the  finest  beaten  incense.  He* 
took  therefrom  his  two  hands  full  and  put  it  into  a  spoon; 
taking  the  censer  in  his  right  hand  and  the  spoon  in  his  left,  he1 
wended  his  way  through  the  veils  and  drew  near  the  staves 
of  the  ark;  he  set  the  censer  between  the  staves  and  caused 
the  smoke  of  the  incense  to  ascend;  he  then  came  forth. 
Taking  the  blood  from  the  priest  that  stirred  it,  he  returned 
and  stood  between  the  staves.  Reader.  He  dipped  his  finger, 
into  the  blood  and  performed  the  atonement  sprinklings ;  ac 
cording  to  the  ordained  number  of  times  did  he  sprinkle, 
once  above,  and  seven  times  below.1 

Reader  and  Cong.  And  thus  did  he  count:  one:  one  and 
one :  one  and  two :  one  and  three :  one  and  four :  one  and  five : 
one  and  six :  one  and  seven. 

Cong.  He  came  forth  and  left  the  vessel  upon  the  pedestal 
he  killed  the  goat  of  the  sin-offering,  and  received  its  bloofi 
in  a  holy  vessel.  Reader.  He  retraced  his  steps  and  stood  ir 
the  appointed  place  before  the  ark:  he  performed  the  sprink-, 
lings  of  the  atonement  rite  according  as  he  did  with  the  blooc 
of  the  bullock. 

Reader  and  Cong.  And  thus  did  he  count:  one:  one  am 
one :  one  and  two :  one  and  three :  one  and  four :  one  and  five 
one  and  six:  one  and  seven. 

Cong.  He  again  came  without  and  left  the  vessel,  and  tool 
the  blood  of  the  bullock:  with  hastened  steps  he  went  an< 
stood  outside  the  veil  of  separation.  Reader.  He  performe< 
the  sprinklings  before  the  veil  according  to  the  ordinance  con 
cerning  the  covering,  and  hastened  to  perform  the  sprinkling 
a  second  time  with  the  blood  of  the  goat. 

i 

Cong.  He  returned  to  mingle  the  blood  of  the  two  sacrifice' 
wherewith  he  cleansed  the  golden  altar,  sprinkling  it  seve* 
times  upon  the  pure  golden  overlay,  and  putting  it  upon  th 
four  horns. 

Reader.  He  hastened  and  came  nigh  unto  the  live  goat 
then  made  he  confession  unto  God  of  the  ignorant  and  prc 
sumptuous  sins  of  the  people. 

*Lev.  xvi.  14. 
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Reader  end  Cong.  And  thus  did  he  say:  O  GOD,  thy  people,  tfie 
house  of  Israel,  have  sinned,  they  have  committed  iniquity,  they1 
have  transgressed  against  thee;  I  beseech  thee  by  thy  NAME  make, 
thou  atonement  for  the  sins  and  for  the  iniquities  and  for  the  trans 
gressions,  wherein  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  have  sinned  and 
committed  iniquity  and  transgressed  against  thee  ;  as  it  is  written  in 
the  Law  of  thy  servant  Moses,  at  thy  glorious  ofcnmand,  "For  in  this] 
day  shall  atonement  be  made  for  you,  to  cleanse  you:  from  all  yoar 
before  the  LORD  —  " 


Cong,  and  Reader.  And  when  the  priests  and  the  people  that  stood 
in  the  court  heard  the  glorious  and  awful  Name  pronounced  out  of 
the  mouth  of  the  High  Priest,  in  holiness  and  in  purity,  they  knelt

and  prostrated  themselves  and  made  acknowledgment,  falling  on  their1 
faces  and  saying  Blessed  be  his  glorious,  sovereign  Name  for  ever 
».nd  ever.  , 

Reader.  And  he,  in  awe,  prolonged  the  utterance  of  the  Name, 
until  they  who  said  the  blessing  had  ended  it,  to  whom  he  said — "Ye 
shall  be  clean."  And  thou,  in  thy  goodness,  didst  awaken  thy  mercy 
and  forgavest  the  congregation  of  Jeshurun. 

Cong.  He  sent  the  goat  away  by  the  hand  of  a  man  that  was  in, 
readiness  unto  the  rock-bound  wilderness,  that  it  should  bear  the 
stain  of  the  iniquity  of  this  people  unto  a  solitary  land;  he  drove  il 
over  the  edge  of  the  rock,  and  rolling  over  in  its  fall,  its  bones  were 
shattered  like  the  breaking  of  a  potter's  vessel.  The  Hig? 
Priest  took  a  sharp  knife  and  cut  up  the  bullock  and  goat  oi 
the  sin-offerings,  and  took  away  the  inward  parts  that  were 
to  be  burnt  upon  the  altar:  and  the  parts  that  were  to  be 
burnt  without  the  camp  did  he  hang  up;  he  then  read  alouc 
the  portions  of  the  Law  for  the  day,  laved  his  hands  and  feet  anc 
put  off  the  linen  garments ;  he  bathed  a  third  time,  put  or 
the  golden  garments  and  laved  his  hands  and  feet.  He  took 
his '  own  ram  and  the  ram  of  the  people  and  offered  them  for  s 
burnt  offering;  the  fat  of  the  sin  offering  and  the  additional 
sacrifices  he  offered  according  to  the  statute;  again  he  laved  hij, 
hands  and  feet,  put  off  the  golden  garments,  bathed  and  laved  hi* 
hands  and  feet,  put  on  the  white  linen  garments  and  entered  th« 
Holy  of  Holies.  He  brought  out  the  vessels  he  had  used  foi 
the  incense,  and  laved  his  hands  and  feet ;  he  then  put  ofi 
the  white  garments  he  had  worn  and  put  them  away  for  ever: 
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he  again  bathed,  put  on  the  golden  garments,  and  laved  his  hands 
and  feet :  he  then  offered  the  continual  burnt  offering  of  the  after 
noon,  burnt  the  incense,  and  lighted  the  lamps.  The  service  being, 
then  ended,  he  laved  his  hands  and  feet;  thus  did  he  bathe  five  times 
and  laved  his  hands  and  feet  ten  times.  Lo !  his  face  was  radiant  as, 
the  sun  when  he  goeth  forth  in  his  might,  rejoicing  as  he  appeared 
girded  and  robed  in  his  garments  of  honour.  A  perfect  people  con-] 
ducted  the  faithful  messenger  to  his  home:  they  rejoiced  at  the  good 
tidings,  that  the  fillet,  red  as  scarlet,  had  become  like  snow :  they  were1 
decked  with  salvation  and  clad  with  the  robe  of  righteousness:  a 
cry  of  triumph  rose,  a  song  of  joy  and  gladness.  The  clouds  on  high1 
distilled  and  dropped  their  dew ;  the  furrows  of  the  field  ran  with 
•water,  and  the  land  yielded  her  increase.  They  that  gathered  in  or 
the  seed  of  peace,  gave  thanks ;  they  that  bare  the  sheaves,  declared 
God's  praise  in  melody;  the  nethermost  parts  of  the  glorious  earth 
gave  forth  music,  and  shewed  forth  his  righteousness  to  troops  travel 
ling  by  the  way.  Verily  the  messenger  had  fulfilled  the  hope  of  them 
that  sent  him :  their  hope  had  come  as  the  cool  breeze  from  a  snow-i 
clad  land  on  the  day  of  harvest.  They  were  washed  from  their  un- 
cleanness,  they  were  cleared  from  the  taint  of  their  pollution ;  they 
laved  their  hands  in  purity,  yea,  they  were  made  perfect  and  whole; 
to  make  known  that  he  that  cleanseth  them  is  the  fountain  of  livingi 
waters ;  he  that  purifieth  them  is  the  well  of  Israel,  whose  waters  never 
fail.  In  whiteness  and  innocence  they  were  made  wholly  clean ;  theyj 
were  made  new,  even  as  mercy  is  new  every  morning;  they  were 
cleansed  from  every  stain ;  the  high  praises  of  God  were  in  their  throat, 
singing  was  on  their  tongue,  in  their  mouth  a  new  song.  They  rejoice 
in  dread,  and  serve  in  awe  the  Holy  One  of  Israel,  the  Sanctifier  of! 
holy  beings;  they  utter  joyful  song  with  the  timbrel  and  cymbal^ 
playing  on  stringed  instruments  and  singing  sweet  psalmody.  They 
cling  to  the  mighty  right  hand  that  is  exalted  and  full  of  righteous 
ness,  and  k> !  it  upholdeth  them  altogether.  They  are  drawn  near 
and  enter  into  his  gates  exulting;  joy  and  everlasting  gladness  over-, 
take  them  on  their  path.  They  triumph  and  rejoice  in  his  Name  all 
the  day;  they  are  made  exceeding  glad  in  his  presence. 


Reader.  The  splendour  of  their  light  breaketh  forth  as  the  morn 
ing;  they  lift  up  their  voice,  they  exalt  in  the  majesty  of  the  everlasting 
Rock.  Happy  is  the  people,  that  is  in  such  a  case;  happy  is  tfcc 
people,  whose  God  is  the  LorU. 
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The  High  Priest  also  made  a  festive  day  for  all  his  friends 
after  that  he  had  entered  the  holy  place  in  peace,  and  hac! 
come  forth  in  perfect  peace.  And  thus  was  the  prayer  ol 
f:he  High  Priest  upon  the  Day  of  Atonement  when  he  came' 
out  of  the  Holy  of  Holies  in  perfect  peace : 

May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our 
fathers,  that  this  year  that  hath  now  arrived  may  be  unto 
us  and  unto  all  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  a  year  of 
plenteous  store ;  a  year  of  blessings ;  a  year  of  good  de-i 
crees  from  thee ;  a  year  of  corn,  wine  and  oil;  a  year  of 
enlargement  and  prosperity;  a  year  of  assembling  in  thy 
sanctuary;  a  year  of  abundance;  a  year  of  happy  life  from 
thee;  a  year  of  dew  and  ram  and  warmth;  a  year  in  which! 
the  precious  fruits  shall  ripen;  a  year  of  atonement  for  all 
our  iniquities ;  a  year  in  which  thou  wilt  bless  our  bread' 
and  our  water;  a  year  of  trading  and  merchandise;  a  year, 
in  which  we  may  enter  our  holy  Temple;  a  year  of  plenty;1 
a  year  of  happiness;  a  year  in  which  thou  wilt  bless  the  fruit i 
of  the  womb  and  the  fruit  of  our  land ;  a  year  in  which  thou 
wilt  bless  our  going  out  and  our  coming  in;  a  year  in  which1 
thou  wilt  save  our  assembly;  a  year  in  which  thy  mercies 
shall  be  moved  toward  us;  a  year  of  peace  and  tranquillity;  a' 
year  in  which  thou  mayest  bring  us  up  rejoicing  to  our  land; 
a  year  in  which  thou  wilt  open  unto  us  thy  good  treasury;  a! 
year  in  which  thy  people,  the  house  of  Israel,  may  not  be  in 
need  of  support,  one  from  the  other,  nor  from  another  people, ! 
in  that  thou  wilt  set  a  blessing  upon  the  work  of  their  hands. , 

And  for  the  inhabitants  of  Sharon  he  prayed :  may  it  be 
thy  will,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  their 
houses  may  not  become  their  graves. 

Reader.  In  truth  how  glorious  was  the  High  Priest  as  he 
came  forth  from  the  Holy  of  Holies  in  perfect  peace. 

As  the  brightness  of  the  vaulted  canopy  of  heaven, 

Cong,  after  each  line :    Was  the  countenance  of  the  priest 

As  lightnings  flashing-  fnom  the  splendow  of  the  Chayoth, 
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As  the  celestial  blue  in  the  thread  of  the  fringes, 
As  the  iridescence  of  the  rainbow  in  storm-clouds, 

As  the  glory  wherewith  the  Rock  hath  clothed  his  pious 
servants, 

As  a  rose  planted  in  the  midst  of  a  pleasant  garden, 

As  a  diadem  set  on  the  brow  of  a  king, 

As  the  mirror  of  love  in  the  face  of  a  bridegroom, 

As  a  halo  of  purity  shining  forth  from  the  mitre  of  holiness,1 

As  one  that  abideth  in  secret,  beseeching  the  presence  of! 
the  King, 

As  the  morning  star  shining  in  the  borders  of  the  East, 
Cong.    Was  the  countenance  of  the  priest. 

Reader.  So  was  it  in  all  these  things,  while  the  Temple  was 
upon  its  foundations,  the  holy  Sanctuary  upon  its  site,  and 
the  High  Priest  stood  and  ministered:  his  generation  beheld 
and  rejoiced. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  all  these  things;  verily  to  hear  of' 
them  maketh  our  soul  sad. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  our  Temple  and  the  joy  of  our 
assembly ;  verily  to  hear  of  it  maketh  our  soul  sad. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  our  joy,  the  exaltation  of  our  as 
sembly;  verily  to  hear  of  it  maketh  our  soul  sad. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  singers  with  every  kind  of; 
tnusical  instrument ;  verily  to  hear  of  it  maketh  our  soul  sad. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  appointed  habitation  wherein 
the  living  Presence  dwelt;  verily  to  hear  of  it  maketh  our 
soul  sad. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  joy  in  the  place  of  drawing 
of  water,1  a  people  indrawing  freely  of  the  Holy  Spirit ;  verily 
to  hear  of  it  maketh  our  soul  sad.

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  High  Priest  prepared  for  the 
solemn  rite  and  crying  thy   Name  aloud,   O   God;  verily 
hear  of  it  maketh  our  soul  sad. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  holy  congregation   thronging 
the  hallowed  Temple ;  verily  to  hear  of  it  maketh  our  soul  sac 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  scarlet  fillet  of  the  goat  becoi 
white ;  verily  to  hear  of  it  maketh  our  soul  sad. 

Happy  the  eye  that  saw  the  continual  sacrifices  offered 
the  gate  of  the  multitude;  verily  to  hear  of  it  maketh  01 
soul  sad. 

But  through  the  iniquities  of  our  fathers  the  Temple  is  ii 
ruins,  and  our  sins  have  prolonged  the  period  of  its  desola 
tion.     O  may  our  remembrance  of  these  things  bring  forgive 
ness,  and  may  the  affliction  of  our  souls  be  our  atonement 
For  in  thine  abundant  mercies  thou  hast  given  unto  us  this 
Pay  of  Atonement,  this  day  of  pardon,  for  the  forgivenes 
of  iniquity,   and   the   atonement  of   transgression:   a   day 
which   eating  and   drinking  are   forbidden,   on   which   bodil; 
luxury  is   prohibited,   and   continericy  is   enjoined:   a   day 
bestow  love  and  friendship,  a  day  to  abandon  envy  and  strife 
a  day  of  pardon  for  all  our  iniquities.     But  lo !  it  is  revealed! 
in  thy  presence  and  known  before  thy  glorious  throne,  that, 
at  this  time  and  in  this  hour  we  have  no  guide  as  in  the  days' 
of  old;  no  High  Priest  to  offer  sacrifice,  no  altar  for  burnt- 
offering. 

What  shall  we  say,  and  how  can  we  clear  ourselves  ?  Andj 
what  shall  we  answer  him  from  whom  is  the  utterance  of 
speech?  He  hath  bestowed  good  upon  us,  but  we  have  ren 
dered  evil.  What  right  therefore  have  we  left,  that  we  should 
cry  unto  the  King? 
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Forgive  us,  O  our  Father,  for  in  the  abundance  of  our 
folly  we  have  gone  astray.  Pardon  us,  our  King,  for  our 
iniquities  have  multiplied. 

Cong.  I  have  no  speech  wherewith  to  answer  thee,  nor 
dare  I  lift  up  my  countenance;  for  the  disgrace  of  my 
youth  hath  turned  my  face  pale.  Iniquity  hath  spread  its| 
mighty  toils  in  former  times  and  its  shame  still  lurketh  around 
us  now.  The  anointed  priests  have  passed  away,  who  for! 
seven  days  were  set  apart  in  preparation  for  this  most  solemn, 
day.  Lest  aught  might  befal  the  High  Priest,  the  pious  ser-' 
vants  of  the  Most  High,  all  princely  men,  prepared  another, 
to  fill  his  place.  Five  times  the  High  Priest  bathed,  and  laved 
his  hands  in  tenfold  consecration  as  prescribed  by  Law,  no\v< 
robed  in  royal  vestment  of  the  value  of  twelve  manim,  anon 
in  spotless  raiment  of  eighteen  manim  worth.1  Priest  of1 
purity,  the  son  of  priestly  sires,  he  took  burning  incense 
within  the  veil,  and  then,  drawing  nigh  the  goats  that  stood| 
in  readiness,  he  cast  the  lots.  On  the  head  of  one  he  laid' 
his  hands  and  made  confession  of  sins  of  ignorance  and  of! 
presumption,  and  his  fellow  he  offered  unto  the  Lord  of  lords., 
He  made  atonement  for  a  faithful  people,  so  that  he  that 
dwelleth  on  high  might  cause  righteousness  to  lodge  within, 
their  hearts.  He  bound  about  the  kid  a  scarlet  fillet,  which! 
the^  All-merciful  in  the  mystery  of  his  power  made  white.. 
Thither  the  people  ail  thronged,  offering  thanksgiving  and' 
uttering  words  of  praise.  And  now,  whither  shall  I  turn 
and  bear  my  troubled  thoughts?  My  countenance  is  fallen,' 
yea,  it  is  cast  very  low.  Empty  of  hand  hath  this  assembly: 
sent  me;  my  face  is  blanched  and  hath  grown  wan.  What  is 
my  excellence,  my  comeliness,  and  is  my  strength  of  stones?! 
Nay,  I  come  to  thee  weeping  and  as  a  suppliant  for  thy  grace. 
Thy  mercies  are  boundless,  but  my  merit  is  as  naught :  O  let' 
thy  loving-kindness  meet  us,  and  let  the  patriarchs'  righteous 
ness  be  our  aid.

He  pu 
his  hands  to  the  throat  with  the  sacrificial  knife  when  of 
sudden  an  angel  called  to  him  in  tender  accents.  For  Go{ 
had  looked  down  from  heaven  whilst  the  righteous  man  mad 
proof  of  his  righteousness.  Lo,  the  ram  of  ransom  that  wa| 
fashioned  in  the  twilight1  was  caught  fast  in  a  thicket.  H' 
drew  it  to  the  altar,  clinging  to  his  robe,  and  sacrificed  it  I: 
the  place  of  his  only  son;  he  sprinkled  its  blood  and  offere- 
up  its  members.

going  to  Tarshish ;  so  he  paid  the  fare  thereof,  and  went  dowr  < 
into  it,  to  go  with  them  unto  Tarshish  from  the  presence  oi| 
the  Lord.     But  the  Lord  sent  out  a  great  wind  into  the  sea 
and  there  was  a  mighty  tempest  in  the  sea,  so  that  the  ship  was1. 
>like  to  be  broken.     Then  the  manners  were  afraid,  and  cried, 
every  man  unto  his  god,  and  cast  forth  the  wares  that  were4* 
in  the  ship  into  the  sea,  to  lighten  it  of  them ;  but  Jonah  was 
gone  down  into  the  innermost  parts  of  the  ship:  and  he  lay,1 
and  was   fast  asleep.     So  the  shipmaster  came  to  him,  and 
said  unto  him,  What  meanest  thou,  O  sleeper  ?  arise,  call  upon!* 
thy  God,  if  so  be  that  God  will  think  upon  us,  that  we  perish 
not.    And  they  said  every  one  to  his  fellow,  Come,  let  us  cast 
lots,  that  we  may  know  for  whose  cause  this  evil  is  upon  us ;  sol 
they  cast  lots,  and  the  lot  fell  upon  Jonah.     Then  said  theyl 
l-nto  him,  Tell  us,  we  pray  thee,  for  whose  cause  this  evil  is] 
upoii  us;  what  is  thine  occupation,  and  whence  comest  thou?l 
what  ^ is   thy   country,   and   of   what    people    art    thou?      andu 
he  said  unto  them,  I  am  an  Hebrew;  and  I  fear  the  Lord,  < 
the  God  of  heaven,   which  hath  made  the  sea  and   the   dry* 
'land.     Then  were  the  men  exceedingly  afraid,  and  said  unto  i 
him,   Why  hast  the>Jj    done   this?     For   the   men   knew   that1: 
he  fled  from  the  presence  of  the  Lord,  because  he  had  told 
them.      Then   said   they  unto   him,    What   shall   we   do   untop 
thee,  that  the  sea  may  be  calm  unto  us?  For  the  sea  wrought, 
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and  was  tempestuous.  And  he  said  unto  them,  Take  me  up,  ( 
and  cast  me  forth  into  the  sea ;  so  shall  the  sea  be  calm  unto  i 
you :  for  I  know  that  for  my  sake  this  great  tempest  is  upon  , 
you.  Nevertheless  the  men  rowed  hard  to  bring  it  to  the  land ;  f 
but  they  could  not :  for  the  sea  grew  more  and  more  tempes-  , 
tuous  against  them.  Wherefore  they  cried  unto  the  Lord, ' 
and  said,  We  beseech  thee,  O  Lord,  we  beseech  thee,  let  us  not  • 
perish  for  this  man's  life,  and  lay  not  upon  us  innocent  blood: 
for  thou,  O  Lord,  hast  done  as  it  pleased  thee.  So  they  took  | 
up  Jonah,  and  cast  him  forth  into  the  sea :  and  the  sea  ceased 
from  her  raging.  Then  the  men  feared  the  Lord  exceedingly,  ' 
and  they  offered  a  sacrifice  unto  the  Lord,  and  made  vows. 


And  the  Lord  had  prepared  a  great  fish  to  swallow  up 
Jonah ;  and  Jonah  was  in  the  belly  of  the  fish  three  days  and 
three  nights.  Then  Jonah  prayed  unto  the  Lord  his  God  out 
of  the  fish's  belly.  And  he  said,  I  cried  by  reason  of  mine 
affliction  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  answered  me;  out  of  the  belly 
of  hell  cried  I,  and  thou  heardest  my  voice.  For  thou  hadst 
cast  me  into  the  deep,  in  the  heart  of  the  seas ;  and  the  flood 
compassed  me  about ;  all  thy  billows  and  thy  waves  passed 
over  me.  And  I  said,  I  am  cast  out  from  before  thine  eyes ;  yet 
I  will  look  again  toward  thy  holy  temple.  The  waters  com 
passed  me  about,  even  to  the  soul ;  the  deep  was  round  about 
me:  the  weeds  were  wrapped  about  my  head.  I  went  down 
to  the  bottoms  of  the  mountains ;  the  earth  with  her  bars  was 
about  me  for  ever :  yet  hast  thou  brought  up  my  life  from  the 
pit,  O  Lord  my  God.  When  my  soul  fainted  within  me,  I  re 
membered  the  Lord:  and  my  prayer  came  in  unto  thee,  into 
thine  holy  temple.  They  that  regard  lying  vanities  forsake 
their  own  mercy.  But  I  will  sacrifice  unto  thee  with  the  voice 
of  thanksgiving ;  I  will  pay  that  which  I  have  vowed ;  salvation 
is  of  the  Lord.  And  the  Lord  spake  unto  the  fish,  and  it  vom 
ited  out  Jonah  upon  the  dry  land. 


And  the  word  of  the  Lord  came  unto  Jonah  the  second 
time,    saying,  Arise,   go  unto  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  and 
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preach  unto  it  the  preaching  that  I  bid  thee.  So  Jonah 
arose,  and  went  unto  Nineveh,  according  to  the  word  of  the 
Lord;  now  Nineveh  was  an  exceeding  great  city  of  three- 
days'  journey.  And  Jonah  began  to  enter  into  the  city  a' 
day's  journey,  and  he  cried,  and  said,  Yet  forty  days,  and! 
Nineveh  shall  be  overthrown.  And  the  people  of  Nineveh, 
believed  God,  and  proclaimed  a  fast,  and  put  on  sackcloth, 
from  the  greatest  of  them  even  to  the  least  of  them.  For> 
word  came  unto  the  king  of  Nineveh,  and  he  arose  from  his 
throne,  and  he  laid  his  robe  from  him,  and  covered  him  with 
sackcloth,  and  sat  in  ashes.  And  he  caused  it  to  be  pro-, 
claimed  and  published  through  Nineveh  by  the  decree  of 
the  king  and  his  nobles,  saying:  Let  neither  man  nor  beast, ] 
herd  nor  flock,  taste  any  thing:  let  them  not  feed,  nor 
drink  water.  But  let  man  and  beast  be  covered  with  sack 
cloth,  and  cry  mightily  unto  God :  yea,  let  them  turn  every 
one  from  his  evil  way,  and  from  the  violence  that  is  in  their 
hands.  Who  knoweth  whether  God  will  turn  and  repent, 
and  turn  away  from  his  fierce  anger,  that  we  perish  not? 
And  God  saw  their  works,  that  they  turned  from  their  evil 
way :  and  God  repented  of  the  evil,  that  he  had  said  that 
he  would  do  unto  them;  and  he  did  it  not. 


But  it  displeased  Jonah  exceedingly,  and  he  was  very 
angry.  And  he  prayed  unto  the  Lord,  and  said,  I  pray 
thee,  O  Lord,  was  not  this  my  saying,  when  I  was  yet  in 
my  country?  Therefore  I  fled  before  unto  Tarshish :  for 
I  knew  that  thou  art  a  gracious  God,  and  merciful,  slow  toi 
a.nger,  and  of  great  kindness,  and  repentest  thee  of  the  evil.* 
Therefore  now,  O  Lord,  take,  I  beseech  thee,  my  life  from, 
me;  for  it  is  better  for  me  to  die  than  to  live.  Then  said 
the  Lord,  Doest  thou  well  to  be  angry  So  Jonah  went 
out  of  the  city,  and  sat  on  the  east  side  of  the  city;  and 
there  made  him  a  booth,  and  sat  under  it  in  the  shadow, 
till  he  might  see  what  would  become  of  the  city.  And  the 
Lord  God  prepared  a  gourd,1  and  made  it  to  come  up  over 
Jonah,  that  it  might  be  a  shadow  over  his  head,  to  deliver 

1  Kikayon,  a  plant  of  luxurious   foliage. 
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him  from  his  evil  case;  so  Jonah  was  exceeding  glad  of  the 
gourd.  But  God  prepared  a  worm  when  the  morning  rose 
the  next  day,  and  it  smote  the  gourd  that  it  withered.  And 
it  came  to  pass,  when  the  sun  did  arise,  that  God  prepared 
a  vehement  east  wind;  and  the  sun  beat  upon  the  head  of 
Jonah,  that  he  fainted,  and  desired  for  himself  to  die,  and 
said,  It  is  better  for  me  to  die  than  to  live.  And  God  said 
to  Jonah,  Doest  thou  well  to  be  angry  for  the  gourd?  And 
he  said,  I  do  well  to  be  angry,  even  unto  death.  Then  said 
the  Lord,  Thou  hast  had  pity  on  the  gourd,  for  the  which 
thou  hast  not  laboured,  neither  madest  it  grow,  which  came 
up  in  a  night,  and  perished  in  a  night.  And  should  not  I 
spare  Nineveh,  that  great  city,  wherein  are  more  than  six- 
score  thousand  persons  that  cannot  discern  between  their 
right  hand  and  their  left  hand,  and  also  much  cattle?

And  in  thy  holy  words  it  is  writ- 
ten,  saying: 

Cong,  and  Reader.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord, 

Reader.  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare  thy  great 
ness,  and  to  all  eternity  we  will  proclaim  thy  holiness;  and 
thy  praise,  O  our  God,  shall  not  depart  from  our  mouth  for 
ever ;  for  thou  art  a  great  and  holy  God  and  King. 

O  have  compassion  upon  thy  work  and  rejoice  therein.  And 
when  thou  hast  justified  them  that  have  been  borne  aloft  by 
thee,  thy  faithful  servants  shall  say:  O  Lord,  be  thou  santi- 
fied  over  all  thy  works. 

For  with  thy  holiness  thou  hast  sanctified  them  that  call 
thee  holy.  Meet  unto  the  Holy  One  is  his  pious  servants' 
crown  of  praise.  If  there  be  no  advocate  of  righteousness  to 
plead  against  the  witness  of  transgression,  do  thou  thyself 
teach  Jacob  the  word  even  of  law  and  justice;  and  clear  us 
in  judgment,  O  King  of  justice.  He  will  yet  remember  the 
love  of  the  patriarch,  our  sire;  yea,  and  for  the  sake  of  the 
son  who  was  bound,  he  will  still  our  strife,  and  for  the  merit 
of  the  perfect  one,  fche  All-feared  will  bring  forth  our  suit 
to  the  light  of  acquittal :  for  this  day  is  holy  unto  our  Lord. 
And  thus  may  thy  Name,  O  Lord  our  God,  be  hallowed  over 
thy  people  Israel  and  over  Jerusalem  thy  city,  over  Zion,  the 
habitation  of  thy  glory,  over  the  kingdom  of  the  house  of 
David  thine  anointed,  over  thy  dwelling-place  and  thy  Temple.

Then  shall  the  just  see  and  be  glad,  the  upright  shall 
exult,  the  pious  shall  rejoice  in  song,  and  iniquity  shall 
close  her  mouth,  and  all  wickedness  shall  be  wholly  con 
sumed  like  smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  dominion  of 
arrogance  to  pass  away  from  the  earth.

for  unto  thee  our  eyes  are  turned :  for  tliou  art  a  gracious 
and  merciful  God  and  King.

In  which,  approaching  Thee,  we  rest  secure? 

Remember  us  for  long  and  happy  life, 

With  all  Thy  wealth  of  gracious  memories  rife. 

On  good  and  bad  alike  Thy  goodness  falls; 
Thy  outstretched  hand  the  penitent  recalls. 

The  death  of  sinners  is  not  Thy  delight, 

And  hence  we  worship  Thee  both  morn  and  night. 

O  King,  whom   choirs  of  Cherubim  acclaim, 
With  cleansing  love  expurge  our  guilty  shame. 

Forgive  our  many  sins,  we  importune, 
Considering  the  rock  whence  we  were  hewn. 

Shut  not  the  gates  on  our  repentant  plea, 
But  let  our  anguish  penetrate  to  Thee. 

Lord,  cleaving  through  the  sacrificial  fires, 
Accept  as  bulls  and  lambs  our  burnt  desires. 

For  we  return  to  Thee,  both  young  and  old, 
Confiding  in  Thy  tenderness  untold. 

For  in  thy  compassion  we  put  our  trust,  upon  thy 
charity  we  depend,  to  thy  forgiveness  we  look,  and  for  thy 
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salvation  we  hope.  Thou  art  the  King  who  lovest  charity  from 
of  old,  causing  the  iniquities  of  thy  people  to  pass  away  and 
removing  the  sins  of  them  that  fear  thee.  Thou  didst  enter 
into  covenant  with  the  fathers  and  keepest  oath  with  their 
children.  Thou  art  he  who  didst  descend  in  the  cloud  of  thy 
glory  upon  Mount  Sinai  and  madest  manifest  the  ways  of  thy 
goodness  to  Moses,  thy  servant.  The  paths  of  thy  mercies 
thou  didst  reveal  unto  him  and  taughtest  him  that  thou  art 
a  compassionate  and  gracious  God,  slow  to  anger,  abundant  in 
mercy  and  full  of  beneficence,  governing  the  whole  world  with 
the  attribute  of  compassion.

O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear  and  hear;  open  thine  eyes  anc 
behold  our  desolations,  and  the  city  which  is  called  by  thy 
Name;  for  we  do  not  present  our  supplications  before  thee 
for  our  righteous  deeds,  but  because  of  thy  great  mercies 
O  Lord,  hear;  O  Lord,  forgive;  O  Lord,  hearken  and  do 
defer  not,  for  thine  own  sake,  O  my  God;  for  thy  city  anc 
thy  people  are  called  by  thy  Name.

Seek  them  this  day  that  seek  Thee;  let  them  find

Accept  their  prayer  like  one  lamb,   where  there  stand. 

Two  hundred  sheep  from  Israel's  pasture-land 
For  evening  sacrifice. 

Count  it  a  whole  burnt  offering  when  I  call; 

Prevail   with   him  that   is   my  wrongful   foe. 

O  make  my  righteousness  like  light  to  glow 
Before  the  sun  shall  set  and  evening  fall. 
Each  man  pours  out  his  heart  in  this  his  word, 
And  brings  his  gift  to  offer  to  the  Lord 
An  evening  sacrifice.1 

Jeshurun,  thy  people,  of  Thy  mercy  sing, 

Holding   a    goodly    doctrine ;    bend    Thine    ear, 
Open  Thine  eyes  on  them,  and  see,  and  hear 

How   good   ii   is   to   stand   thus   tarrying 

At  portals   of  Thy  pity,   till   Thou   lift 

Out  of  the  hand  of  him  that  brings  his  gift 
An   evening   sacrifice. 

In  Thy  great  mercy  hear  and  understand 
My  words,  my  meditation  ;  if  T  hold 
Grace  in  Thy  sight,  O  God,  Who  from  of  old 
Hast  been   a  dwelling-place,  then   from  mine   hand 
Take  Thou  the  gift  I  bring  Thee,  pleading  here 
With  supplication  when  the  hour  draws  near 
For  evening  sacrifice. 

God  whom  we  have  not  found,  whose  might  is  wholf 
For  them  Thou  madest  Thine  in  ages  gone, 
If  man  give  much  or  little  'tis  all  one — 
When  he  returns  Thou  wilt  accept  his  soul — 
If  buc  his  heart  be  true  when  he  shall  draw 
Nigh  with  his  offering:  this  is  all  the  law 
Of  evening  sacrifice. 

When  sanctuary  and  altar  stood  of  old 
Within  their  border  on  the  ancient  spot, 
They  made  atonement,  choosing  forth  by  lot 
He-goats   for  offering:  now,   if  God  should  hold 
That  our  transgression  should  our  death  demand,

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He  would  not  take  burnt  offering  from  our  hand 
Nor  evening  sacrifice. 

But  supplications  do  Thy  people  speak, 

Seeking  forgiveness  with  a  bitter  heart; 

Behold  them  standing  at  the  siege,  apart, 
Watching,   entreating  Thee   whose   face   they   seek, 
Hoping  Thou  wilt  give   respite  for  their  debt 
At  even — saying  "I  shall  appease  him  yet 
With   evening   sacrifice." 

Jerusalem  Thy  city  build  again, 

And   all   her  cities   strengthen   round   about, 
And  her  oppressed  prisoners  bring  out 
To  freedom,  loosened  from  the  binding  chain. 
Sweet  be  their   offering  as   in   days  of  yore, 
And  thou  wilt  turn,  Thou  wilt  accept  once  more 
Their  evening  sacrifice.

Our  Lord,  we  are  ashamed  and  blush  to  lift  up  our  fact 
to  thee,  our  God.  We  have  no  words  wherewith  to  make  answer,  noi 
have  we  the  effrontery  to  lift  up  the  head. 

Reader.  O  Lord,  thou  art  clothed  in  righteousness  am 
hast  wrought  truth,  but  shame  is  ours,  for  we  have  actec 
wickedly,  and  this  our  lips  aver. 

We  hare  done  foolishly,  we  have  sinned; 
We  pray  thee,  lay  not  the  sin  upon  us. 

We  have  strayed  after  our  inclination  and  erred  agains 
thy  Law,  our  Creator,  albeit  thou  hast  not  held  back  th] 
message;  nay,  thou  hast  kept  watch  over  us  both  morninj 
and  evening.  Our  foot  hath  sped  to  evil  and  we  have  misse< 
the  path  of  righteousness :  we  have  revolted  from  the  banne 
of  thy  love,  and  lo !  we  are  caught  in  the  vortex  of  desolation 
Planted  by  the  Fount  of  living  waters,  we  have  turned  to  2U 
arid  well:  we  have  opened  wide  the  mouth  to  evil  an< 
eschewed  the  good;  we  have  broken  the  yoke  and  thy  La\ 
have  we  not  graven  on  thy  land. 

We  have  done  foolishly,  we  have  sinned; 
We  pray  thee,  lay  not  the  sin  upon  its. 
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In  unworthy  pursuits  have  we  forsaken  the  Guide  of  our 
youth  and  have  become  as  the  sweepings  of  the  storm,  and 
stricken  in  affliction  and  sorrow.  Because  of  our  rebellion 
and  trespass  we  despair  of  salvation  from  on  high;  for  thou 
hast  despised  and  abhorred  our  perversity,  and  hast  sealed 
up  thine  attribute  of  mercy.

cast  out  uncleanness  and  scatter  it  far  away.  Let  sin  be  hid 
and  vanish;  hurl  back  the  evil-doer  in  his  course,  and  in  the 
scale  let  our  merit  outweigh  and  nullify  our  guilt.  And  thou 
who  beholdest  and  despisest  not,  but  answerest  a  poor  and 
afflicted  people,  turn  thou  this  day  unto  us  for  good.

Seek  them  now  in  charity,  recall  their  fourfold  ban 
nered  camp,  and  as  they  approach  thy  Presence  with  suppliant 
prayer,  freely  bestow  on  them  thy  mercy.  O  turn  thee  in 
reconciliation  at  our  fourfold  strain  of  prayer,  at  our  threefold 
reading  of  thy  Law:  yea,  after  our  service  is  ended,  thou 
wilt  surely  be  reconciled;  then  may  we  eat  our  bread  in  joy, 
in  that  thou  hast  accepted  our  works.1

Let  the  guile  of  the  treacherous  be  swallowed  up  when  thou 
comest  in  scarlet-dyed  garments.  Gather  them  in  troops  that 
be  ready  to  perish,  and  send  messengers  after  their  brethren. 
O  Almighty,  who  dwellest  in  the  heavens,  behold  them 
ground  between  the  nations'  teeth!  thou  alone  canst  raise  ug 
thine  assembly  that  hath  been  stricken  low  and  hunted  into 
the  clefts  of  the  rocks.  Purge  us  from  our  rebellion  and 
perversity :  O  blot  out  the  stain :  uphold  the  covenant  and 
Law,  and  be  mindful  of  thy  testimony  and  ordinance.

to  thy  worship,  knocking  at  thy  gates  and  crying:  Hearken 
Lord.  Our  offering  is  a  broken  heart,  yea,  a  contrite  spiri' 
is  our  oblation :  for  a  whole  burnt  sacrifice  I  will  mak< 
mention  of  the  binding  on  Moriah  ;  my  fastening  shall  be  m) 
sanctuary-gift.  The  son  bore  the  wood  to  lay  on  the  altar 
the  father  the  bright  fire  and  the  knife.  He  bound  the  boy'i 
hands  and  feet  above  the  ordered  wood.  The  light  leap' 
from  the  keen  iron  of  the  knife  as  he  seized  it.  The  willing 
neck  was  stretched  forth  to  meet  the  stroke.  He  laid  hii 
hands  upon  the  head  and  directed  the  blade  toward  th< 
throat.  The  father  rejoiced  in  the  sacrifice  of  his  son  a; 
though  it  were  his  feast.  The  son's  heart  beat  high  ai 
for  his  wedding  canopy.  And  now  when  their  childrei 
make  mention  of  this  their  righteous  deed,  let  it  be  unt( 
them  for  a  treasured  help;  with  thy  buckler  shield  thot 
thy  suppliants.  Grant  that  the  horns  of  the  ram  caugh 
in  the  thicket  be  as  a  ransom  for  thy  holy  people.  Thot 
didst  incline  to  the  fragrance  of  the  sacrifice  anc 
didst  swear  unto  him  to  multiply  his  begotten  children 
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and  to  cause  him  to  possess  the  gate  of  his  enemies.  "On 
the  mount  of  the  Lord  shall  it  be  seen,"  and  endure  as  a 
stronghold  for  his  sons.  So  was  the  spot  named  after  the 
miracle.  Lo,  as  his  beloved  stand  this  day  in  stress  and 
trouble,  with  fainting  loins  and  unstrung  knees,  with  trem 
bling  hands  and  eyes  uplifted  still  to  thee,  do  thou  purify 
their  hearts'  prayer,  and  remembering  the  sweet  savour  of 
yore,  make  their  weakness  strong.  O  restore  their  scattered 
remnant  and  gather  in  their  exiles.  Seek  out  their  lost  ones 
and  plant  them  once  again  in  their  own  habitations.  In 
safety  lead  them  back  and  give  them  to  dwell  securely  upon 
the  lofty  mount  of  Israel.  Reign  thou  over  them  alone  for 
ever.  They  will  be  thy  people :  thou  shalt  be  their  God. 


Almighty  King,  who  sittest  upon  a  throne  of  mercy,  and 
governest  the  world  with  loving-kindness,  who  pardonesl 
the  sins  of  thy  people,  causing  them  to  pass  away  one  by 
one,  freely  extending  pardon  to  sinners,  and  forgiveness  tc 
transgressors,  doing  charity  to  the  spirit  of  all  flesh,  and  not 
icquiting  them  according  to  their  evil;  O  God,  thou  has! 
taught  us  to  recite  thy  thirteen  attributes.  Remember  then 
unto  us  this  day  the  covenant  of  the  thirteen  attributes, 
even  as  thou  didst  reveal  them  of  old  to  the  meek  man,  as 
it  is  written :  And  the  Lord  descended  in  the  cloud  and 
stood  with  him  there,  and  proclaimed  the  Name  of  the 
Lord.  And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him  and  proclaimed! 

The  Lord,  the  Lord,  a  God  full  of  compassion  and  gra 
cious,  slow  to  anger,  and  abundant  in  mercy  and  truth; 
keeping  mercy  for  thousands,  forgiving  iniquity,  transgres 
sion  and  sin;  and  acquitting.  O  pardon  our  iniquity  and 
our  sin,  and  take  us  for  thine  inheritance. 


Forgive  us,  O  our  father,  for  we  have  sinned;  pardon 
us,  our  King,  for  we  have  transgressed.  For  thou,  O  Lord 
art  good  and  ready  to  forgive,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  untc 
dl  them  that  call  upon 
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Remember,  O  Lord,  thy  tender  mercies  and  thy  loving 
kindnesses;  for  they  are  of  old.  O  remember  not  forme 
iniquities  against  us;  let  thy  tender  mercies  speedily  pre 
vent  us,  for  we  are  brought  very  low.  Remember  us,  ( 
Lord,  with  the  favour  that  thou  bearest  unto  thy  people 

0  visit  us  with  thy  salvation.     Remember  thy  congregatioi 
which  thou  hast  gotten  of  old,  which  thou  hast  redeeme< 
to  be  the  tribe  of  thine  inheritance,  and  mount  Zion  whereii 
thou    hast    dwelt.      Remember,    O    Lord,    the    devotion   o 
Jerusalem,   and   forget   not    for   all   time   the   love   of   Zior 
Remember,  O  Lord,  against  the  children  of  Edom  the  day  o 
Jerusalem ;  who  said,  Rase  it,  rase  it  even  unto  the  founda 
tion  thereof.     Thou  wilt  arise  and  have  mercy  upon  Zion 
for  it  is  time  to  have  pity  upon  her,  yea,  the  set  time  is  come 
Remember   Abraham,    Isaac    and    Israel,    thy   servants,   t< 
whom  thou  swarest  by  thine  own  self  and  saidst  unto  them 

1  will   multiply  your  seed  as  the  stars  of  heaven,  and  al 
this  land  that  I  have  spoken  of  will  I  give  unto  your  see< 
and  they  shall  inherit  it  for  ever.    Remember  thy  servants 
Abraham,   Isaac  and  Jacob ;   look  not  unto  the   stubborn 
ness  of  this  people,  nor  to  their  wickedness,  nor  to  their  sin 


Lay  not  the  sin,  we  beseech  thee,  upon  us,  wherein  w< 
have  done  foolishly  and  wherein  we  have  sinned. 
We  have  sinned,  O  our  Rock ;  Our  Creator,  forgive  us ! 


Remember  unto  us  the  covenant  of  the  patriarchs,  ever 
as  thou  hast  said :  "And  I  will  remember  my  covenan 
with  Jacob,  and  also  my  covenant  with  Isaac,  and  also  m} 
covenant  writh  Abraham  will  I  remember ;  and  I  will  re 
member  the  land."  Remember  unto  us  the  covenant  o: 
our  ancestors,  as  thou  hast  said :  "And  I  will,  for  theii 
sakes,  remember  the  covenant  of  their  ancestors,  whom  ] 
brought  forth  out  of  the  land  of  Egypt  in  the  sight  of  th< 
heathen,  that  I  might  be  their  God :  I  am  the  Lord."  DC 
by  us  as  thou  hast  promised :  "And  yet  for  all  that,  wher 
they  be  in  the  land  of  their  enemies,  I  will  not  cast  therr 
away,  neither  will  I  abhor  them  to  destroy  them  utterl) 
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and  to  break  my  covenant  with  them :  for  I  am  the  Lord 
their  God."  Have  mercy  upon  us  and  destroy  us  not, 
even  as  it  is  written :  "For  the  Lord  thy  God  is  a  merci 
ful  God:  he  will  not  forsake  thee,  neither  will  he 
destroy  thee,  nor  forget  the  covenant  of  thy  fathers  which 
he  sware  unto  them."  Circumcise  our  hearts  to  love  and 
revere  thy  Name,  as  it  is  written  in  thy  Law :  "And  the 
Lord  thy  God  will  circumcise  thy  heart  and  the  heart 
of  thy  seed,  to  love  the  Lord  thy  God  with  all  thine 
heart  and  with  all  thy  soul,  that  thou  mayest  live." 
Bring  back  our  captivity  and  have  compassion  upon  us,  as 
it  is  written :  "Then  the  Lord  thy  God  will  turn  thy 
captivity  and  have  compassion  upon  thee,  and  will  again 
gather  thee  from  all  the  peoples  whither  the  Lord  thy  God 
hath  scattered  thee."  Gather  our  dispersed  ones,  as  it  is 
written:  "If  any  of  them  be  driven  out  unto  the  utmost 
parts  of  heaven,  from  thence  will  the  Lord  thy  God  gather 
thee,  and  from  thence  will  he  fetch  thee."  Be  thou  found 
of  us  by  cur  supplication,  as  it  is  written :  "And  if  from 
thence  thou  shalt  seek  the  Lord  thy  God,  thou  shalt  find 
him,  if  thou  seek  him  with  all  thine  heart,  and  with  all  thy 
soul."  O  blot  out  our  transgressions  for  thy  sake,  as  thou 
hast  said:  "I,  even  I,  am  he  that  blotteth  out  thy  trans 
gressions  for  mine  own  sake,  and  will  not  remember  thy 
sins."  Blot  out  our  transgressions  as  a  thick  cloud  and 
as  a  mist,  as  it  is  written :  "I  have  blotted  out  as  a  thick 
cloud  thy  transgressions,  and  as  a  mist  thy  sins:  return 
unto  me;  for  I  have  redeemed  thee."  Turn  thou  our  sins 
as  white  as  snow  or  wool,  as  it  is  written :  "Come  now,  and 
let  us  reason  together,  saith  the  Lord:  though  your  sins 
be  as  scarlet,  they  shall  be  as  white  as  snow:  though  they 
be  red  like  crimson,  they  shall  be  as  wool."  Sprinkle  clean 
water  upon  us  and  cleanse  us,  as  it  is  written  :  "Then  will 
I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and  ye  shall  be  clean; 
from  all  your  defilements  and  from  all  your  idols  will  I 
cleanse  you."  Atone  our  sins  on  this  day  and  purify  us, 
as  it  is  written:  "For  on  this  day  shall  atonement  be  made 
for  you  to  cleanse  you:  from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord 
shall  ye  be  clean."

O  circumcise  our  hearts  for  thy  love,  that  we  may 
return  unto  thee  in  truth,  and  with  a  perfect  heart.  And  for 
thy  great  Name's  sake  pardon  and  forgive  our  sins,  even 
as  it  is  written  in  thy  holy  writings :  For  thy  Name's  sake, 
O  Lord,  pardon  my  iniquity;  for  it  is  great. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  forgive  us,  pardon  us, 
grant  us  atonement. 

Cong.     For  we  are  thy  people,  and  thou  art  our  God; 
We  are  thy  children,  and  thou  our   father.

Clear  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  from  all  our  transgressions,  and 
purify  us  from  all  our  impurities,  and  sprinkle  clean  waters 
upon  us,  and  cleanse  us ;  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy 
prophet,  "Then  will  I  sprinkle  clean  water  upon  you,  and 
ye  shall  be  clean ;  from  all  your  defilements  and  from  all 
your  idols  will  I  cleanse  you." 

Fear  not,  O  Jacob;  return,  ye  backsliders;  return,  O 
Israel.  Behold,  he  that  keepeth  Israel  slumbereth  not  nor 
sleepeth,  as  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet:  O 
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Israel,  return  unto  the  Lord  thy  God ;  for  thou  hast  fallen  by 
thine  iniquity.  And  it  is  said:  Take  with  you  words  and 
return  unto  the  Lord;  say  unto  him,  Take  away  all  iniquity, 
and  accept  that  which  is  good,  so  will  we  render  as  bullocks 
the  offering  of  our  lips. 

And  thou,  being  all-merciful,  dost  receive  them  that  re 
pent;  concerning  repentance,  thou  hast  promised  us  of  old;

all  generations,  and  beside  thee  we  have  no  King  to  pardon 
and  forgive  our  sins,  yea,  none  but  thee.

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  may  our  remembrance 
and  our  name,  and  the  remembrance  of  our  fathers,  the 
remembrance  of  Messiah,  the  son  of  David,  the  remembrance 
of  Jerusalem  thy  holy  City,  and  the  remembrance  of  all 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  rise  and  go  up,  approach  to 
thy  presence  and  find  grace;  may  it  be  heard,  visited 
and  remembered,  for  deliverance  and  for  good,  for  grace, 
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loving-kindness  and  mercy,  for  life  and  for  peace  on  this 
Day  of  Atonement.  Remember  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  thereon 
for  good;  visit  us  with  a  blessing,  and  save  us  unto  life. 
And  with  thy  word  of  salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us  and 
be  gracious  unto  us;  have  mercy  upon  us  and  save  us;  for 
unto  thee  our  eyes  are  turned:  for  thou  art  a  gracious  and 
merciful  God  and  King. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our  iniquities 
[on  this  Sabbath  day  and]  on  this  Day  of  Atonement;  blot 
out  our  transgressions  and  our  sins  and  make  them  to  pass 
away  before  thine  eyes;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I,  am  he  that 
blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own  sake;  and  I 
will  not  remember  thy  sins.  And  it  is  said,  I  have  blotted 
out  as  a  thick  cloud  thy  transgressions,  and  as  a  mist  thy 
sins:  return  unto  me,  for  I  have  redeemed  thee.  And  it  is 
said,  For  on  this  day  shall  atonement  be  made  for  you,  to 
cleanse  you:  from  all  your  sins  before  the  Lord  shall  ye  be 
clean.  [Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  accept  our  rest], 
sanctify  us  by  thy  commandments  and  grant  our  portion  be 
in  thy  Law ;  satisfy  us  with  thy  goodness,  and  gladden  us  with 
thy  salvation,  [and  cause  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and 
favour  to  inherit  thy  holy  Sabbath ;  and  may  Israel  find  repose 
thereon,  who  hallow  thy  Name,]  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve 
thee  in  truth;  for  thou  art  the  Forgiver  of  Israel,  and  Par 
doner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  all  generations,  and  beside 
thee  we  have  no  King  to  pardon  and  forgive  our  sins,  yea, 
none  but  thee.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King  who 
pardonest  and  forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  and  who  makest  our  tres 
passes  to  pass  away  year  by  year:  King  over  all  the  earth, 
who  sanctifiest  [the  Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the  Day  of 
Atonement. 

Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  thy  people  Israel  and  their 
prayer;  restore  the  service  to  the  innermost  part  of  thine 
house;  receive  in  love  and  favour  the  fire  offerings  of  Israel 
and  their  prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  thy  people  Israel 
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be  ever  acceptable  to  thee.  And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy 
return  in  mercy  to  Zion.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who 
restorest  thy  divine  presence  unto  Zion. 

We  make  acknowledgment  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the 
Lord  our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever  and  ever; 
thou  art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation 
through  every  generation.  We  will  give  thanks  unto  thee 
and  declare  thy  praise  for  our  lives  which  are  delivered  into 
thy  hand,  and  for  our  souls  which  are  committed  unto  thy 
charge,  and  for  thy  miracles  which  are  with  us  every  day, 
and  for  thy  wondrous  benefits  which  are  with  us  at  all 
times,  even,  morn  and  noon.  Thou  are  the  Beneficent  Onex. 
for  thy  mercies  never  fail ;  thou  art  the  Merciful  One,  for 
thy  kindnesses  never  cease.  We  have  ever  hoped  in  thee. 

And  for  all  these  things,  O  our  King,  thy  Name  shall  be 
continually  blessed  and  exalted  for  ever  and  ever.  And 
seal  all  the  children  of  thy  covenant  for  a  happy  life.  And 
tvery  one  that  liveth  shall  give  thanks  unto  thee,  Selah ;  and 
shall  praise  thy  Name  in  truth,  O  God,  our  salvation  and 
help,  Selah.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  whose  Name  is  the 
Beneficent  One,  and  unto  whom  it  is  becoming  to  give  thanks. 

Grant  peace,  welfare,  blessing,  grace,  loving-kindness  nndv 
mercy  unto  us  and  unto  all  Israel,  thy  people.  Bless  us, 
O  our  Father,  yea,  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light  of  thy 
countenance;  for  by  the  light  of  thy  countenance  thou 
hast  given  unto  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life, 
loving-kindness  and  righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and 
peace;  and  may  it  be  good  in  thy  sight  to  bless  thy  people 
Israel  at  all  times  and  in  every  hour  with  thy  peace.  In 
the  book  of  life,  blessing,  peace  and  good  sustenance, 
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may  we  be  remembered  and  sealed  before  thee,  we  and  all 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  for  a  happy  life  and  peace. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  makest  peace. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 

Let  our  prayer  come  before  thee:  hide  not  thyself  from 
our  supplication;  for  we  are  not  arrogant  and  stiff-necked, 
that  we  should  say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God 
of  our  fathers,  we  are  righteous  and  have  not  sinned;  verily 
we  have  sinned. 

We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt  treacherously,  we  have 
robbed,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we  have  acted  perversely 
and  we  have  wrought  wickedness,  we  have  acted  presump 
tuously,  we  have  done  violence,  we  have  framed  lies,  we  have 
counselled  evil,  we  have  spoken  falsely,  we  have  scoffed, 
we  have  revolted,  we  have  provoked,  we  have  rebelled,. 
we  have  committed  iniquity,  we  have  transgressed,  we  have 
oppressed,  we  have  been  stiff-necked,  we  have  acted  wick 
edly,  we  have  corrupted,  we  have  committed  abomination, 
we  have  gone  astray,  we  have  led  others  astray. 

We  have  turned  away  from  thy  commandments,  and  thy 
judgments  that  are  good,  and  it  hath  not  profited  us.  But 
thou  art  righteous  in  all  that  hath  come  upon  us ;  for  thou 
hast  acted  truthfully,  but  as  for  us,  we  have  done  wickedly. 

What  shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  thou  who  dwellest  on 
high,  and  what  shall  we  declare  before  thee,  thou  who 
abidest  in  the  heavens?  Dost  thou  not  know  all  things, 
both  the  hidden  and  the  revealed? 

Thou  givest  the  hand  to  transgressors  and  thy  right  hand 
is  stretched  forth  to  receive  the  repentant.  Thou  hast 
taught  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  make  confession  before  thee 
of  all  our  iniquities,  so  that  we  may  stay  our  hands  from 
violence:  for  then  wilt  thou  receive  us  back  in  perfect 
penitence  before  thee  even  as  fire  offerings  and  as  sweet- 
savoured  sacrifices,  for  the  sake  of  the  words  thou  hast 
spoken.  There  is  no  end  to  the  fire  offerings  we  owe,  nor 
to  the  sweet  savours  for  our  trespasses.  But  thou  knowest 
that  our  latter  end  is  the  worm,  and  therefore  thou  hast 
multiplied  thy  forgiveness  to  us.  What  are  we?  What  is 
our  life?  What  our  piety?  What  our  righteousness? 
What  our  salvation?  What  our  strength?  What  our 
might?  And  what  shall  we  sav  before  thee,  O  Lord  our 
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God  and  God  of  our  fathers?  Are  not  all  the  mighty  ones 
as  naught  before  thee,  and  the  men  of  fame  as  though  they 
were  not,  wise  men  as  if  they  were  without  knowledge,  and 
men  of  understanding  as  though  they  were  devoid  of  dis 
cretion?  For  the  multitude  of  their  works  is  emptiness, 
and  the  days  of  their  life  are  vanity  before  thee ;  and  the 
pre-eminence  of  man  over  beast  is  naught:  for  all  is  vanity. 

Thou  hast  set  man  apart  from  the  beginning  and  acknowl 
edged  him  that  he  should  stand  before  thee.  Yet  who  shall 
say  unto  thee:  ''What  dost  thou?"  and  if  he  be  righteous, 
what  boon  is  that  to  thee?  Howbeit  thou  hast  given  us, 
O  Lord  our  God,  this  Day  of  Atonement  to  be  an  end,  a 
forgiving  and  pardoning  of  all  our  iniquities:  that  so  we 
may  stay  our  hand  from  violence  and  return  unto  thee  to 
perform  the  statutes  of  thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart.  And 
do  thou  in  thine  abundant  mercies  have  compassion  upon 
us.  For  thou  delightest  not  in  the  destruction  of  the  world, 
even  as  it  is  said :  Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found, 
call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near.  And  it  is  said:  Let  the 
wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his 
thoughts;  and  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  he  will 
have  mercy  upon  him :  and  to  our  God,  for  he  will  abun 
dantly  pardon.  For  thou  art  a  God  ready  to  pardon,  gracious 
and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  plenteous  in  mercy,  and 
abundant  in  goodness.  Thou  acceptest  the  repentance  ol 
the  wicked  and  delightest  not  in  their  death,  as  it  is  said: 
Say  unto  them,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  have  no 
pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked;  but  that  the  wicked 
turn  from  his  way  and  live:  turn  ye,  turn  ye  from  your 
evil  ways;  for  why  will  ye  die,  O  house  of  Israel?  And  it 
is  said :  Have  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked  should 
die?  saith  the  Lord  God:  and  not  that  he  should  return 
from  his  ways  and  live?  And  it  is  said:  For  I  have  no 
pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that  dieth,  saith  the  Lord  God: 
wherefore  turn  yourselves  and  live  ye.  For  thou  art  the 
Forgiver  of  Israel  and  the  Pardoner  of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun 
in  every  generation,  and  beside  thee  we  have  no  king  to 
pardon  and  forgive  our  sins.  We  have  thee  alone. 
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O  my  God,  while  yet  I  was  unformed  I  was  not  worthy, 
and  now  I  have  been  formed,  I  am  as  though  I  had  not  been 
formed.  Dust  am  I  in  my  life ;  yea,  even  more  so  in  my 
death.  Behold  me  before  thee  like  a  vessel  filled  with  shame 
and  confusion.  O  may  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord  my  God  and 
the  God  of  my  fathers,  that  I  may  sin  no  more,  and  as  to  the 
sins  I  have  sinned  before  thee,  purge  them  away  in  thine 
abundant  mercy  and  not  by  means  of  affliction  and  sore  dis 
eases. 

O  my  God,  guard  my  tongue  from  evil  and  my  lips  from 
speaking  guile ;  and  to  such  as  curse  me,  let  my  soul  be 
silent,  yea,  let  my  soul  be  unto  all  as  the  dust.  Open  thou 
my  heart  to  thy  Law,  and  let  my  soul  pursue  thy  command 
ments.  And  as  to  any  who  devise  evil  against  me,  speedily 
make  their  counsel  of  none  effect  and  frustrate  their  designs. 
Do  thou  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  Name,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy 
right  hand,  do  it  for  the  sake  of  thy  holiness,  do  it  for  the  sake 
of  thy  Law,  that  thy  beloved  ones  may  be  delivered.  O  save 
with  thy  right  hand  and  answer  me.  Let  the  words  of  my 
mouth  and  the  meditation  of  my  heart  be  acceptable  before 
thee,  O  Lord,  my  Rock  and  my  Redeemer.  He  who  maketh 
peace  in  his  high  places,  may  be  make  peace  for  us  and  for 
all  Israel,  and  say  ye,  Amen.  May  it  be  thy  will,  O  Lord 
our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  that  the  temple  be  speedily 
rebuilt  in  our  days  and  grant  our  portion  in  thy  Law. 

And  there  we  will  serve  thee  with  awe,  as  in  the  days 
of  old  and  as  in  ancient  years.  And  the  offering  of  Judah 
and  Jerusalem  shall  be  pleasant  unto  the  Lord,  as  in  the 
'days  of  old  and  as  in  ancient  years.

The  Ark  is  opened. 

Reader.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord  our  God  and  God  of 
our  fathers,  God  of  Abraham,  God  of  Isaac  and  -God  of 
Jacob,  great,  mighty  and  awful  God,  most  high  God,  who 
bestoweth  gracious  favours  and  who  possessest  all  things,  who 
rememberest  the  piety  of  the  patriarchs,  and  who  in  love 
wilt  bring  a  Redeemer  to  their  children's  children,  for  the 
sake  of  thy  Name. 

From  the  counsel  of  the  wise  and  understanding,  and  from, 
knowledge  gotten  of  the  discerning,  I  will  open  my  lips  in 
prayer  and  supplication,  to  entreat  and  implore  the  presence 
.c-.'f  the  King,  who  is  full  of  compassion,  who  pardoneth  and 
iorgiveth  iniquity. 

Cong.  The  patriarch1  knew  thee  from  childhood  and 
i Strayed  not  by  a  hair-breadth  from  thy  path,  albeit  thou  didst 
prove  him  with  ten  trials. 

Reader.  As  a  child,  yet  not  untaught,  he  drew  nigh  and 
besought  thee.  Even  so  his  hosts  now  long  to  enter  these 
thy  gates. 

Cong.  Yea,  all  the  day  the  faithful  have  approached  thy 
dread  Presence  with  strains  of  praise. 

Reader.  O  shield  them  with  his  righteousness  who  re 
posed  in  the  heat  of  day ;  for  lo !  the  day  waneth. 

Remember  us  unto  life,  O  King  who  delightest  in  life,  and 
seal  us  in  the  book  of  life,  for  thine  own  sake,  O  living  God. 
O  King,  Helper,  Saviour  and  Shield;  blessed  art  thou,  O 
Lord,  the  Shield  of  Abraham. 

1  Abraham. 
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Thou  art  mighty  for  ever,  O  Lord;  it  is  thou  who  quick- 
enest  the  dead  and  art  mighty  to  save.  Thou  sustainest 
the  living  with  loving-kindness,  quickenest  the  dead  with 
great  mercy,  supportest  the  falling  and  healest  the  sick, 
loosest  the  bound,  and  keepest  thy  faith  unto  them  that 
sleep  in  the  dust.  Who  is  like  unto  thee,  Lord  of  mighty 
acts,  and  who  can  be  compared  unto  thee,  O  King,  who 
killest  and  restorest  to  life  and  causest  salvation  to  spring 
forth?

Cong.  He  in  whom  his  father's  seed  was  called,1  who 
turned  aside  from  every  evil  snare — 

Reader.  He  cried  and  made  entreaty  and  spared  not 
prayer.  He  reaped  rich  harvest  of  his  seed. 

Cong.  O  God,  thy  Name  is  interwoven  with  our  own.. 
O  bring  thy  salvation  near. 

Reader.  We  pray  thee  now  redeem.  Revive  us  with  thy 
dew  as  him  that  meditated  on  thee  as  the  evening  waned. 

Who  is  like  unto  thee,  Father  of  mercy,  who  in  mercy 
rememberest  thy  creatures  unto  life?  And  faithful  art 
thou  to  quicken  the  dead.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who 
quickenest  the  dead. 

Cong.  He,  the  impress  of  whose  beauteous  visage  is 
graven  on  the  glorious  throne  of  Jah — 

Reader.  The  perfect  patriarch,2  waking  from  his  vision 
of  the  dreaded  place,  was  filled  with  awe. 

The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all 
generations;  praise  ye  the  Lord. 

For  thou  art  holy,  O  thou  that  inhabitest  the  praises  of 
Israel ;  O  God,  we  beseech  thee. 

Reader  and  Cong.  Hearken,  we  beseech  thee,  pardon  us, 
we  pray,  this  day,  for  lo !  the  day  waneth ;  and  we  will 
praise  thee,  O  thou  who  art  awful  and  fearful  and  holy. 

Reader.     And   thus   may   the   sanctification   ascend   unto 
thee ;  for  thou  art  our  God,  a  King  of  pardon  and  forgiveness 
1  Isaac.  2  Jacob. 
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Congregation: 

Open  the  gates — the  gates  of  the  Temple, 
Swift  to  Thy  sons,  who  Thy  truths  have  displayed 
Open  the  gates — the  gates  that  are  hidden, 
Swift  to  Thy  sons,  who  Thy  Law  have  obeyed. 
Open  the  gates — of  the  coveted  Temple, 
Swift  to  Thy  sons  who  confess  and  seek  grace. 
Open  the  gates — of  the  armies  celestial, 
Swift  to  Thy  sons,  Judah's  tearful-eyed  race. 
Open  the  gates — the  radiant  portals, 
Swift  to  Thy  sons  who  are  lovely  and  pure.

Reader.  As  it  is  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  prophet.  And 
one  cried  unto  another  and  said, 

Cong,  and  Reader.  Holy,  holy,  holy  is  the  Lord  of  hosts; 
the  whole  earth  is  full  of  his  glory. 

Reader.  His  glory  filleth  the  Universe:  his  ministering 
angels  ask  one  another,  Where  is  the  place  of  his  glory?  Those 
over  against  them  say,  Blessed— 

Cong,  and  Reader.  Blessed  be  the  glory  of  the  Lord  from 
his  place. 

Reader.  From  his  place  he  \vill  turn  In  mercy  and  be  gra 
cious  unto  a  people  who  continually,  evening  and  morning, 
twice  every  day,  proclaim  the  unity  of  his  Name,  saying  in 
love,  Hear — 

Cong,  and  Reader.  Hear,  O  Israel :  the  Lord  our  God,  the 
Lord  is  One. 

Reader.  One  is  he,  our  God,  our  Father,  our  King,  our 
Saviour ;  and  he  in  his  mercy  will  yet  again  let  us  hear,  in  the 
presence  of  all  living,  his  promise,  To  be  unto  you  for  a  God 

Cong,  and  Reader.  "I  am  the  Lord  your  God." 
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Reader.  Thou  art  most  glorious;  O  Lord  our  Lord,  how 
glorious  is  thy  Name  in  all  the  earth !  And  the  Lord  shall  be 
King  over  the  whole  earth  ;  in  that  day  shall  the  Lord  be  One 
and  his  Name  One.  And  in  thy  holy  words  it  is  written, 
saying: 

Cong,  and  Reader.  The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God, 
O  Zion,  unto  all  generations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Reader.  Unto  all  generations  we  will  declare  thy  greatness, 
and  to  all  eternity  we  will  proclaim  thy  holiness ;  and  thy 
praise,  O  our  God,  shall  not  depart  from  our  mouth  for  ever, 
for  thou  art  a  great  and  holy  God  and  King. 

O  have  compassion  upon  thy  work  and  rejoice  therein.  And 
when  thou  hast  justified  them  that  have  been  borne  aloft  by 
J-hee,  thy  faithful  servants  shall  say:  O  Lord,  be  thou  sancti 
fied  over  all  thy  works. 

For  with  thy  holiness  thou  hast  sanctified  them  that  call 
thee  holy.  Meet  unto  the  Holy  One  is  his  pious  servants' 
crown  of  praise.  If  there  be  no  advocate  of  righteousness  to 
plead  against  the  witness  of  transgression,  do  thou  thyself 
teach  Jacob  the  word  even  of  law  and  justice;  and  clear  us  in 
judgment,  O  King  of  justice.  He  will  yet  remember  the  love  of 
i:he  patriarch,  our  sire;  yea,  and  for  the  sake  of  the  son  who 
was  bound,  he  will  still  our  strife,  and  for  the  merit  of  the 
perfect  one,  the  All-feared  will  bring  forth  our  suit  to  the  light 
of  acquittal;  for  this  day  is  holy  unto  our  Lord.  And  thus 
may  thy  Name,  O  Lord  our  God,  be  hallowed  over  thy  people 
Israel  and  over  Jerusalem  thy  city,  over  Zion,  the  habitation 
of  thy  glory,  over  the  kingdom  of  the  house  of  David  thine 
anointed,  over  thy  dwelling-place  and  thy  Temple. 

Now  therefore,  O  Lord  our  God,  impose  thine  awe  upon 
all  thy  works  and  thy  dread  over  all  that  thou  hast  created, 
that  all  thy  works  may  fear  thee  and  all  creatures  prostrate 
themselves  before  thee,  that  they  may  all  form  one  band  to  do 
thy  will  with  a  perfect  heart:  even  as  we  know, 
O  Lord  our  God,  that  dominion  is  thine,  strength  is  m  thy 
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hand,  and  might  in  thy  right  hand,  and  that  thy  Name  is 
awful  over  all  that  them  hast  created. 

And  therefore,  O  Lord,  give  glory  unto  thy  people,  praise 
to  them  that  fear  thee,  hope  to  them  that  seek  thee,  confidence 
to  them  that  wait  for  thee,  joy  to  thy  land,  gladness  to  thy 
City,  a  flourishing  horn  unto  David  thy  servant,  and  a  constant 
light  unto  the  son  of  Jesse  thine  anointed,  speedily  in  our  days. 

Then  shall  the  just  see  and  be.  glad,  the  upright  shall  exult, 
the  pious  shall  rejoice  in  song,  and  iniquity  shall  close  her 
mouth,  and  all  wickedness  shall  be  wholly  consumed  like 
smoke,  when  thou  makest  the  dominion  of  arrogance  to  pass 
away  from  the  earth. 

And  thou,  O  Lord,  shalt  reign,  thou  alone,  over  all  thy 
works  on  Mount  Zion,  the  dwelling-place  of  thy  glory,  and  in 
Jerusalem,  thy  holy  City;  as  it  is  written  in  thy  holy  words, 
The  Lord  shall  reign  for  ever,  thy  God,  O  Zion,  unto  all  gene 
rations.  Praise  ye  the  Lord. 

Holy  art  thou,  and  awful  is  thy  Name,  and  there  is  no  God 
beside  thee ;  as  it  is  written,  And  the  Lord  of  hosts  is  exalted 
in  judgment  and  the  holy  God  is  sanctified  in  righteousness. 
Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  holy  King. 

Thou  hast  chosen  us  from  all  peoples;  thou  hast  loved  us 
and  taken  pleasure  in  us,  and  hast  exalted  us  above  all  tongues. 
Thou  hast  sanctified  us  by  thy  commandments,  and  hast 
drawn  us  near,  O  our  King,  unto  thy  service,  and  hast  called 
us  by  thy  great  and  holy  Name. 

On  Sabbath  add  the  bracketed  zvords: 

And  thou  hast  given  us  in  love,  O  Lord  our  God,  [this 
Sabbath  day  for  holiness  and  rest  and]  this  Day  of  Atonement 
for  pardon,  forgiveness  and  atonement,  that  we  may  [in  love] 
obtain  pardon  thereon  for  all  our  iniquities ;  a  new  convoca 
tion,  a  memorial  of  the  departure  from  Egypt. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  may  our  remembrance

people  the  house  of  Israel,  rise  and  go  up,  approach  to  th* 
presence  and  find  grace;  may  it  be  heard,  visited  and  remem 
bered,  for  deliverance  and  for  good,  for  grace,  loving-kindness 
and  mercy,  for  life  and  for  peace  on  this  Day  of  Atonement 
Remember  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  thereon  for  good;  visit  us 
with  a  blessing,  and  save  us  unto  life.  And  with  thy  wore 
of  salvation  and  mercy,  spare  us  and  be  gracious  unto  us ;  hav< 
mercy  upon  us  and  save  us ;  for  unto  thee  our  eyes  are  turned; 
for  thou  art  a  gracious  and  merciful  God  and  King. 


Open    the    gate    for    us, 
Yea,  even  at  the  closing  of  the  gate, 

For  day  is  nearly  past. 
The  day  is  passing  thus; 

The  sun  is  low,  the  day  is  growing  late : 
O  let  us  come  into  Thy  gates  at  last. 


We  beseech  thee,  O  God,  forgive,  pardon,  condone;  have 
pity  and  compassion ;  grant  us  atonement,  and  subdue  our  sinj 
and  iniquity. 

Almighty  King,  who  sittest  upon  a  throne  of  mercy,  and 
governest  the  world  with  loving  kindness,  who  pardonest  tha 
sins  of  thy  people,  causing  them  to  pass  away  one  by  one, 
freely  extending  pardon  to  sinners,  and  forgiveness  to  transJ 
gressors,  doing  charity  to  the  spirit  of  all  flesh,  and  not  re-j 
quiting  them  according  to  their  evil ;  O  God,  thou  hast  taughti 
us  to  recite  thy  thirteen  attributes.  Remember  then  unto  us 
this  day  the  covenant  of  the  thirteen  attributes,  even  as  thou 
didst  reveal  them  of  old  to  the  meek  man,  as  it  is  writ-] 
ten :  And  the  Lord  descended  in  the  cloud  and  stood! 
with  him  there,  and  proclaimed  the  Name  of  the  Lord 
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And  the  Lord  passed  by  before  him  and  proclaimed:

O  pardon  our  iniquity  and  our  sin,  and  take  us  few 
thine  inheritance.

For  thou,  O  Lord,  ar 
good  and  ready  to  forgive,  and  plenteous  in  mercy  unto  al 
them  that  call  upon  thee. 

For  there  is  forgiveness  with  thee,  that  thou  mayest  be 
feared.  For  with  thee  is  the  fountain  of  life :  in  thy  light  shal 
we  see  light.  Hear  our  voice,  O  Lord,  when  we  cry;  have 
mercy  also  upon  us  and  answer  us. 

Great  are  thy  tender  mercies,  O  Lord ;  quicken  us  accord 
ing  to  thy  judgments.  Enter  not  into  judgment  with  us:  for 
in  thy  sight  shall  no  man  living  be  justified. 

Like  as  a  father  pitieth  his  children,  so*  pity  us,  O  Lordj 
Salvation  belongeth  unto  the  Lord:  thy  blessing  be  upon  thy 
people.  Selah.  The  Lord  of  hosts  is  with  us;  the  God  of 
Jacob  is  a  high  tower  unto  us.  Selah.  O  Lord  of  hostsj 
happy  is  the  man  that  trusteth  in  thee.  Save,  O  Lord :  may  th 
King  answer  us  on  the  day  we  call. 

Reader.  Pardon,  I  beseech  thee,  the  iniquity  of  this  peopl 
according  to  the  greatness  of  thy  mercy,  and  according  as  tho 
hast  forgiven  this  people  from  Egypt  even  until  now.  An 
there  it  is  said : — 

Cong.  And  the  Lord  said,  I  have  forgiven  according  to  th 
word. 

O  my  God,  incline  thine  ear  and  hear;  open  thine  eyes  an 
behold  our  desolations,  and  the  city  which  is  called  by  th 
Name;  for  we  do  not  present  our  supplications  before  thee  fo 
our  righteous  deeds,  but  because  of  thy  great  mercies.  O  Lore 
hear;  O  Lord,  forgive;  O  Lord,  hearken  and  do;  defer  not; 
for  thine  own  sake,  O  my  God ;  for  thy  city  and  thy  people  ar 
called  by  thy  Name,

We  are  thy  flock,  thou  our  shepherd. 
We  are  thy  vineyard,  and  thou  art  our  keeper; 
We  are  thy  work,  and  thou  our  creator. 

We  are  thy  faithful  ones:  thou  art  our  beloved; 

We  are  thy  chosen:  thou  art  the  Lord  our  God. 

We  are  thy  subjects,  thou  our  King; 

We  are  thine  acknowledged  people,  thou  our  acknowledged  Lord, 

Reader.  We  are  brazen-faced,  but  thou  art  merciful  and 
compassionate;  we  are  stiff-necked,  but  thou  art  long-suf 
fering.  We  are  full  of  sin,  but  thou  art  full  of  mercy.  As 
for  us,  our  days  are  as  a  shadow ;  but  thou  art  immutable, 
and  thy  years  never-ending. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers, 

Let  our  prayer  come  before  thee,  hide  not  thyself  from 
our  supplication,  for  we  are  not  arrogant  and  stiff-necked 
that  we  should  say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and  Goc 
of  our  fathers,   w^e  are  righteous    and    have    not    sinned 
verily  we  have  sinned. 

Reader  and  Cong.  We  have  trespassed,  we  have  dealt 
treacherously,  we  have  robbed,  we  have  spoken  slander,  we 
have  acted  perversely  and  we  have  wrought  wickedness,  we 
have  acted  presumptuously,  we  have  done  violence,  we  have 
framed  lies,  we  have  counselled  evil,  we  have  spoken  false 
ly,  we  have  scoffed,  we  have  revolted,  we  have  provoked,  we 
have  rebelled,  we  have  committed  iniquity,  we  have  trans 
gressed,  we  have  oppressed,  we  have  been  stiff-necked,  we 
have  acted  wickedly,  we  have  corrupted,  we  have  com 
mitted  abomination,'we  have  gone  astray,  we  have  led  others 
astray. 

We  have  turned  away  from  thy  commandments  and  thy 
judgments  that  are  good,  and  it  hath  not  profited  us.  But 
thou  art  righteous  in  all  that  hath  come  upon  us ;  for  thou 
hast  acted  truthfully,  but  as  for  us,  we  have  done  wickedly. 
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What  shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  thou  who  dwellest  on 
high,  and  what  shall  we  declare  before  thee,  thou  who 
abidest  in  the  heavens?  Dost  thou  not  know  all  things, 
both  the  hidden  and  the  revealed? 

Thou  givest  the  hand  to  transgressors  and  thy  right  hand 
is  stretched  forth  to  receive  the  repentant.  Thou  hast 
'taught  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  to  make  confession  before  thee 
of  all  our  iniquities,  so  that  we  may  stay  our  hands  from 
violence:  for  then  wilt  thou  receive  us  back  in  perfect 
penitence  before  thee  even  as  fire  offerings  and  as  sweet- 
savoured  sacrifices,  for  the  sake  of  the  words  thou  hast, 
spoken.  There  is  no  end  to  the  fire  offerings  we  owe,  nor 
to  the  sweet  savours  for  our  trespasses.  But  thou  knowest 
that  our  latter  end  is  the  worm,  and  therefore  thou  hast 
multiplied  thy  forgiveness  to  us.  What  are  we?  What  is 
our  life?  What  our  piety?  What  our  righteousness?  What 
our  salvation?  What  our  strength?  What  our  might? 
And  what  shall  we  say  before  thee,  O  Lord  our  God  and 
God  of  our  fathers?  Are  not  all  the  mighty  ones  as  naught 
before  thee,  and  the  men  of  fame  as  though  they  were 
not,  wise  men  as  if  they  were  without  knowledge,  and  men 
of  understanding  as  though  they  were  devoid  of  discretion? 
For  the  multitude  of  their  works  is  emptiness,  and  the 
days  of  their  life  are  vanity  before  thee:  and  the  pre-emi 
nence  of  man  over  beast  is  naught :  for  all  is  vanity. 


On  Sabbath  the  bracketed  words  are  added: 

Thou  hast  set  man  apart  from  the  beginning  and  acknowl 
edged  him  that  he  should  stand  before  thee.  Yet  who  shall 
say  unto  thee:  "What  dost  thou?"  and  if  he  be  righteous, 
what  boon  is  that  to  thee?  Howbeit  thou  hast  given  us, 
O  Lord  our  God,  this  [Sabbath  day  and  this]  Day  of 
Atonement  to  be  an  end,  a  forgiving,  and  pardoning  of  all 
our  iniquities :  that  so  we  may  stay  our  hand  from  violence 
and  return  unto  thee  to  perform  the  statutes  of  thy  will 
with  a  perfect  heart.  And  do  thou,  in  thine  abundant 
mercies,  have  compassion  upon  us.  For  thou  de- 
lightest  not  in  the  destruction  of  the  world,  even 
as  it  is  said :  Seek  ye  the  Lord  while  he  may  be  found, 
call  ye  upon  him  while  he  is  near.  And  it  is  said  :  Let  the 
wicked  forsake  his  way,  and  the  unrighteous  man  his 
thoughts;  and.  let  him  return  unto  the  Lord,  and  he 
will  have  mercy  upon  him ;  and  to  our  God,  for  he  will 
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abundantly  pardon.  For  thou  art  a  God  ready  to  pardons 
gracious  and  merciful,  slow  to  anger,  plenteous  in  mercy, 
and  abundant  in  goodness.  Thou  acceptest  the  repentance 
of  the  wicked  and  delightest  not  in  their  death,  as  it  is  said: 
Say  unto  them,  As  I  live,  saith  the  Lord  God,  I  have  no 
pleasure  in  the  death  of  the  wicked;  but  that  the  wicked 
turn  from  his  way  and  live :  turn  ye,  turn  ye  from  your 
evil  ways;  for  why  will  ye  die,  O  house  of  Israel?  And 
it  is  said :  Have  I  any  pleasure  at  all  that  the  wicked  should 
die?  saith  the  Lord  God:  and  not  that  he  should  return 
from  his  ways  and  live?  And  it  is  said:  For  I  have  nc 
pleasure  in  the  death  of  him  that  dieth,  saith  the  Lord  God: 
wherefore  turn  yourselves  and  live  ye. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  pardon  our  iniquities 
[on  this  Sabbath  day  and]  on  this  Day  of  Atonement; 
blot  out  our  transgressions  and  our  sins  and  make  them 
to  pass  away  from  before  thine  eyes ;  as  it  is  said,  I,  even  I, 
am  he  that  blotteth  out  thy  transgressions  for  mine  own 
sake;  and  I  will  not  remember  thy  sins.  And  it  is  said, 
I  have  blotted  out  as  a  thick  cloud  thy  transgressions, 
and  as  a  mist  thy  sins:  return  unto  me,  for  I  have  re 
deemed  thee.  And  it  is  said,  For  on  this  day  shall  atone 
ment  be  made  for  you,  to  cleanse  you :  from  all  your  sins 
before  the  Lord  shall  ye  be  clean.  [Our  God  and  God 
of  our  fathers,  accept  our  rest,]  sanctify  us  by  thy  com 
mandments  and  grant  our  portion  be  in  thy  Law;  satisf}' 
us  with  thy  goodness,  and  gladden  us  with  thy  salvation, 
[and  cause  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  in  love  and  favour  to  in 
herit  thy  holy  Sabbath;  and  may  Israel  find  repose  thereon, 
who  hallow  thy  Name,]  and  purify  our  hearts  to  serve  thee 
in  truth,  for  thou  art  the  Forgiver  of  Israel,  and  Pardoner 
of  the  tribes  of  Jeshurun  in  all  generations,  and  beside  thee 
we  have  no  King  to  pardon  and  forgive  our  sins,  yea,  none 
but  thee.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  thou  King  who  par- 
donest  and  forgivest  our  iniquities  and  the  iniquities  of  thy 
people  the  house  of  Israel,  and  who  makest  our  trespasses 
to  pass  away  year  by  year:  King  over  all  the  earth,  who 
sanctifiest  [the  Sabbath  and]  Israel  and  the  Day  of  Atone 
ment. 
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Accept,  O  Lord  our  God,  thy  people  Israel  and  their  prayer; 
restore  the  service  to  the  innermost  part  of  thine  house;  re 
ceive  in  love  and  favour  the  fire-offerings  of  Israel  and  their 
prayer;  and  may  the  service  of  thy  people  Israel  be  ever  ac 
ceptable  to  thee.  And  let  our  eyes  behold  thy  return  in  mercy 
to  Zion.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  restorest  thy  divine 
presence  unto  Zion. 

We  make  acknowledgment  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the  Lord 
our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers  for  ever  and  ever ;  thou 
art  the  Rock  of  our  lives,  the  Shield  of  our  salvation  through 
every  generation.  We  will  give  thanks  unto  thee  and  declare 
thy  praise  for  our  lives  which  are  delivered  into  thy  hand, 
and  for  our  souls  which  are  committed  unto  thy  charge,  and 
for  thy  miracles  which  are  with  us  every  day,  and  for  thy 
wondrous  benefits  which  are  with  us  at  all  times,  even,  morn 
and  noon.  Thou  art  the  Beneficent  One,  for  thy  mercies  never 
fail ;  thou  art  the  Merciful  One,  for  thy  kindnesses  never 
cease.  We  have  ever  hoped  in  thee. 


Whilst  the  Reader  says  the  foregoing  paragraph,  the  Congregation  say: 

We  make  acknowledgment  unto  thee,  that  thou  art  the  Lord, 
our  God  and  the  God  of  our  fathers,  the  God  of  all  flesh,  our 
Creator  and  the  Creator  of  all  things  in  the  beginning.  Bless 
ings  and  thanksgivings  be  to  thy  great  and  holy  Name,  because 
thou  hast  kept  us  alive  and  supported  us.  So  continue  to  keep 
us  alive  and  support  us ;  and  gather  our  exiles  to  thy  holy 
courts  to  observe  thy  statutes,  to  perform  thy  will  and  to  serve 
thee  with  a  perfect  heart;  for  this  we  give  thanks  unto  thee. 
Blessed  be  God  to  whom  thanksgivings  belong. 

And  for  all  these  things,  O  our  King,  thy  Name  shall  be 
continually  blessed  and  exalted  for  ever  and  ever. 

Cong,  and  Reader.  Our  Father,  our  King,  remember  thy 
mercy  and  suppress  thine  anger,  and  remove  pestilence, 
sword  and  famine,  destruction,  captivity,  iniquity  and 
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plague ;  all  evil  occurrences,  and  every  disease,  every  stumbling- 
block  and  contention,  every  kind  of  pnnishment,  every  evil 
decree  and  all  causeless  enmity,  from  us  and  from  all  the 
children  of  thy  covenant. 

Cong,  and  Reader.  And  seal  all  the  children  of  thy  cove 
nant  for  a  happy  life. 

And  every  one  that  liveth  shall  give  thanks  unto  thee,  Selah ; 
and  shall  praise  thy  Name  in  truth,  O  God,  our  salvation  and 
help,  Selah.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  whose  Name  is  the 
Beneficent  One,  and  unto  whom  it  is  becoming  to  give  thanks. 

Our  God  and  God  of  our  fathers,  bless  us  with  the  three 
fold  blessing  in  the  Law,  written  by  the  hand  of  thy  servant 
Moses,  and  uttered  by  the  mouth  of  Aaron  and  his  sons,  the 
priests,  thy  holy  people,  as  it  is  said :  The  Lord  bless  thee  and 
keep  thee.

Grant  peace,  welfare,  blessing,  grace,  loving-kindness  and 
mercy  unto  us  and  unto  all  Israel,  thy  people.  Bless  us,  O 
our  Father,  yea,  all  of  us  together,  with  the  light  of  thy  coun 
tenance;  for  by  the  light  of  thy  countenance  thou  hast  given 
unto  us,  O  Lord  our  God,  the  Law  of  life,  loving-kindness  and 
righteousness,  blessing,  mercy,  life  and  peace.  And  may  it  be 
good  in  thy  sight  to  bless  thy  people  Israel  at  all  times  and  in 
every  hour  with  thy  peace.

And  for  slanderers  let  there  be  no  hope;  and  let  all 
wickedness  perish  in  a  moment,  let  all  thine  enemies  be 
speedily  cut  off,  and  the  dominion  of  arrogance  do  thou 
uproot  and  crush  and  cast  down  and  humble  speedily  in 
our  days.  Blessed  art  thou,  O  Lord,  who  breakest  the 
enemies  and  humblest  the  arrogant. 

Upon  the  righteous  and  the  pious,  upon  the  elders  of 
thy  people  the  house  of  Israel,  upon  the  remnant  of  their 
scribes,  upon  the  proselytes  of  righteousness  and  upon  us, 
may  thy  tender  mercies  be  moved,  O  Lord,  our  God.  O 
grant  a  good  reward  unto  all  who  faithfully  trust  in  thy 
Name;  set  our  portion  with  them  for  ever;  so  that  we  may 
not  be  put  to  shame;  for  we  have  trusted  in  thee.  Blessed 
art  thou,  O  Lord,  the  stay  and  trust  of  the  righteous.

Sing,  O  ye  heavens,  for  the  Lord  hath  done 
it ;  shout,  ye  lower  parts  of  the  earth :  break  forth  into 
singing,  ye  mountains,  O  forest  and  every  tree  therein :  for 
the  Lord  hath  redeemed  Jacob,  and  will  glorify  himself  in 
Israel.  Our  Redeemer,  the  Lord  of  Hosts  is  his  Name,  the 
Holy  One  of  Israel. 

Israel  shall  be  saved  by  the  Lord  with  an  everlasting 
salvation:  ye  shall  not  be  ashamed  nor  confounded,  world 
without  end.

Behold, 
God  is  my  salvation ;  I  will  trust  and  will  not  be  afraid : 
for  the  Lord  God  is  my  strength  and  song;  and  he  is  become 
my  salvation.  Therefore  with  joy  shall  ye  draw  water  out 
of  the  wells  of  salvation.  And  in  that  day  shall  ye  say, 
Give  thanks  unto  the  Lord,  call  upon  his  Name,,  declare  his 
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ioings  among  the  peoples,  make  mention  that  his  Name  is 
exalted.  Sing  unto  the  Lord;  for  he  hath  done  excellent 
things:  let  this  be  known  in  all  the  earth.  Cry  aloud  and 
shout,  thou  inhabitant  of  Zion :  for  great  is  the  Holy  One 
of  Israel  in  the  midst  of  thee.  And  it  shall  be  said  in  that 
day,  Lo,  this  is  our  God:  we  have  waited  for  him,  and  he 
will  save  us:  this  is  the  Lord;  we  have  waited  for  him: 
we  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  his  salvation.

him  also  that  is  of  a  contrite  and  humble  spirit,  to  revive

•contrite  ones.    A  third  time  in  the  Holy  Writings:  as  it  is 

written :  Sing  unto  God,  sing  praises  unto  his  Name ;  exto) 

him   that   rideth   upon   the   heavens,   whose   Name  is  Jah. 

-and    rejoice   before    him.      And    afterwards    it    is    written: 

A  father  of  the  fatherless,  and  a  judge  of  the  widows,  is 

God  in  his  holy  habitation.    The  Lord  our  God  be  with 'us, 

as  he  was  with  our  fathers:  let  him  not  leave  us,  nor  forsake 

us.    And  ye  that  cleave  unto  the  Lord  your  God  are  alive 

every  one  of  you  this  day.     For  the  Lord  hath  comforted 

.Zion:  he  hath  comforted   all   her  waste  places,   and   hath 

made   her  wilderness   like   Eden,   and   her  desert  like   the 

garden  of  the  Lord ;  joy  and  gladness  shall  be  found  therein, 

thanksgiving  and  the  voice  of  melody.     It  pleased  the  Lord 

for  the  sake  of  his  righteousness  to  magnify  the  Law  and  to 

make  it  honourable.

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NOTES   ON  THE  TEXT 


amongst  the  scattered  congregations  of  Israel  to  recite  a  prayer  in 
memory  of  the  Service  of  the  High  Priest  ordained  in  Leviticus, 
chapter  xvi.  Many  forms  of  this  service  are  mentioned,  including 
those  found  in  the  rituals  of  the  Jews  of  Spain,  Rome,  Tripoli  and 
Montpellier.  Our  own  form,  which  is  according  to  the  German  and 
Polish  rite,  was  composed  by  R.  Mcshullam  ben  Kalonymos  (tenth 
century).  It  is  mainly  based  upon  the  records  preserved  in  the  Mish- 
nah  Yoma.  With  the  exception  of  the  three  confessions,  the  para 
graphs  that  follow  relating  the  part  taken  by  the  people  in  the  wor 
ship,  and  the  two  passages  describing  the  manner  in  which  the  High 
Priest  performed  the  sprinkling  of  blood,  the  piyut  is  written  in 
alphabetical  order.  It  possesses  neither  metre  nor  rhyme,  but  is  set 
in  stanzas  of  four  lines;  each  line  is  composed  of  five  words,  the 
first  letter  in  the  line  being  repeated  from  four  to  twenty-four  times 
•in  regular  alphabetical  sequence,  until  the  last  twenty  lines  are  reached, 
the  initial  letters  of  which  form  an  acrostic  on  the  composer's  name!

16  and  21-22,  sin  is  mentioned  by  three  different 
terms,  traditionally  rendered  DNsn  —  sin  in  ignorance,  y&?\  _  trans 
gression,  i.  e.,  the  sin  of  rebellion,  and  fty  —iniquity,  i.  e.f  presump 
tuous  sin.

This  chapter  is  read  in  accordance  with  the  direction  by  the  Talmud 
(Megtllah,  310):  nVTO  imp  nmoni.  This  selection  was  no  doubt 
prompted  by  the  desire  to  inculcate  on  the  most  solemn  day  in  the 
Calendar  the  paramount  duty  of  purity  and  self-control.  And  there 
is  but  little  doubt  that  obedience  to  these  behests  has  been,  by  Divine 
Providence,  one  of  the  most  potent  factors  in  the  preservation  of 
Israel.

THE  poems  which  have  found  a  place  between  the  three  first  blessings  of  the  repe» 
tition  of  the  Amidah  in  each  Service  are  known  as  fHHI'lp  or  propitiatory 
prayers.  They  dilate  upon  and  expand  the  theme  of  the  first  blessing,  the  piety 
of  the  three  patriarchs,  and  illustrate  it  in  language  rich  in  Midrashic  allusions. 


II   (to  page  in). 

?tNTJ/-v-"Azazel"  occurs  only  in  Leviticus  xvi.  8,  10  and  20.  rrom  these 
verses  and  verse  21  it  is  clear  that  the  word  is  a  place-name,  indicating  a 
region  of  the  desert  or  the  wilderness  itself.  This  interpretation  is  supported 
by  verse  22,  where  the  place  is  described  as  "a  desolate  land"  (i"nTJ  V"1X). 
The  etymology  of  the  word  is  obscure;  the  traditional  rendering  is  "steep  or 
rock-bound  region  of  the  desert,"  the  word  being  derived  from  TJ/  strength 
(kence  rock),  and  ?Tii^.  to  go  precipitately.  See  Talmud  Babli  Yoma,  6jb.

This  meditation  was  composed,  or  at  least  reduced  to  its  present  form,  by 
R.  Meshullam  ben  Kalonymos,  who  flourished  in  Mayence  about  the  year  1000 
C.E.  There  is  a  well-known  legend  as  to  its  origin,  which  is  recounted  in  a 
MS.  attributed  to  R.  Ephraim  of  Bonn,  who  lived  in  the  latter  part  of  twelfth 
century.  It  tells  of  one  Rabbi  Amnon  of  Mayence,  and  relates  how  the  Arch 
bishop  of  that  Court  continually  urged  the  Rabbi  to  change  his  faith,  and  how, 
exasperated  at  length  by  his  repeated  refusals,  he  ordered  his  hands  and  feet 
tc  be  mutilated.  The  Festival  of  the  New  Year  was  then  at  hand,  and  the 
Rabbi,  dying  from  the  effects  of  his  wounds,  was  at  his  own  request  carried 
into  the  synagogue.  When  the  Kazan  was  about  to  recite  the  Kedushah,  Rabbi 
Amnon  stayed  him,  saying,  "Pause  that  I  may  sanctify  the  most  holy  Name." 
.He  then  began  the  hymn  HPI")  iUnJI  and  expired  as  he  reached  the  words 
•"•ID  5^3  DXIp  UdtPl  R.  Meshullam  ben  Kalonymos  was  said  to  have 
published  this  poem  as  a  memorial  of  tke  martyr,  and  it  has  formed  a  portion 
of  the  New  Year's  service  among  the  Jews  observing  the  German  and  Polish 
fitual  since  that  period.
